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They Never Learn 


HE cavalier attitude dis- 

played by many _hauliers 

towards the licensing system 
after 25 years of its existence is 
remarkable. They appear not to 
understand that it is the foundation upon which their 
livelihoods rest. 

There is no excuse for their ignorance or apathy. 
They have available a variety of sources of aid, 
including the Licensing Authorities, the Road Haulage 
Association and the transport Press. Efforts to help 
them are frequently ignored, with the result that licence 
applications are badly presented and a great deal of 
time is wasted for Licensing Authorities and their staffs 
and objectors. Embarrassment is also caused to 
unfortunate advocates, who are often instructed only 
at the last moment. 

It is difficult to believe that a haulier of nearly 40 
years’ experience could allow his licence to lapse for 
18 months, but it has happened. One would also expect 
an operator applying for an extra vehicle, and calling 
a witness, to satisfy himself of the extent to which it 
would be employed and not to give evidence differing 
from that of his supporter. That has also occurred and 
is another example of failure to understand the import- 
ance of preparing cases carefully. 


Inviting Trouble 

Some applicants invite objections and cause them- 
selves and others unnecessary trouble by stating their 
normal user in excessively wide terms. The readiness 
with which they accept in court a reduction in their 
proposed scope of operation shows that they had little 
faith in their original claims. Even British Road 
Services are not exempt from this criticism. 

Such applicants seem to adopt a policy of asking for 
more than they expect to receive in the belief that their 
demands will be pared down in court and that-they 
will eventually get what they really need. This, again, 
is a waste of the time of objectors and the Licensing 
Authorities. 

Some of the sweeping accusations made by applicants 
and objectors against each other border on_ the 
slanderous and show an astonishing absence of sense of 
responsibility. The fact that they are subsequently 
proved to be false does not undo the harm caused by 
the original charges 


After 25 Years of Licensing 
Hauliers Still Do Not Under- 
stand the Procedure 


Another source of acute vexa- 
tion is the non-appearance of 
applicants. Far too often 
objectors are put to great incon- 
venience and expense in attending 
court and bringing witnesses, only to find that the 
applicant has not appeared, neither has he had the 
courtesy to advise the Licensing Authority of his 
inability to be present or of his decision to withdraw. 

The Licensing Authorities have on many occasions 
expressed the wish that they could award costs in such 
instances. The powers of administrative tribunals must 
obviously be strictly limited in the public interest, and 
to give the Licensing Authorities the right to impose 
penalties would create an important precedent. 


Rough with the Smooth 

It may be argued that hauliers, who are protected by 
the licensing system against uncontrolled competition, 
should take the rough with the smooth and be grateful 
that they have the opportunity of objecting to the entry 
of pthers. On the other hand, public money is some- 
times wasted in holding sittings that could have been 
avoided if notice of withdrawal of an application had 
been given. In those instances, at least, there is a case 
for the award of costs against the offender. 

The Licensing Authorities show exemplary patience 
in dealing with applicants and objectors who, handi- 
capped by lack of education or experience, do not 
realize the intricacies of the licensing system and the 
importance of proof. Frequently they would be justified 
in refusing an application for lack of evidence, but they 
grant an adjournment to allow the applicant another 
chance to prove his case. 

They normally lean heavily in the direction of the 
applicant, even if in doing so they cause the objectors 
unexpected inconvenience and expense. How far they 
are justified in pursuing this policy is a matter for 
debate, and it may be that after a quarter of a century 
of licensing they are entitled to take a more severe line. 

The continued widespread misunderstanding of 
licensing procedure suggests that at least one session 
at the forthcoming conference of the R.H.A. might 
profitably have been devoted to a paper on the subject. 
It would certainly be far more enlightening than the 
debate on the eight unimpressive resolutions on the 
conference agenda promises to be. ; 
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Two Fallacies Exploded 


UCH arrant nonsense has been talked both inside 

and outside Parliament about the dangers of allow- 
ing heavy vehicles to travel at unlimited speeds on 
motorways. There is a widespread but fallacious belief 
that, because of their weight, large lorries are incapable 
of stopping within a short distance. Nothing could be 
further from the truth. 

A well-known make of car, capable of nearly 100 
m.p.h. and equipped with the latest type of brake, 
requires 51 ft. in which to stop from 30 mph. A 
representative eight-wheeler, laden to 24 tons gross, 
needs only 49 ft. These facts have been established in 
tests conducted by The Commercial Motor. Using a 
decelerometer, however, the car shows 100 per cent. 
braking efficiency, equal to a stopping distance of 30 ft. 
from 30 m.p.h. 

The decelerometer is a deceptive instrument for 
measuring braking efficiency. The only reliable device 
is the gun, as used by The Commercial Motor, which 


fires a chalk pellet on to the road at the first moment of 
contact between the foot and the brake pedal, and 
enables the true stopping distance, including delay in the 
system, to be measured with a tape. A high-efficiency 
reading can be obtained with a decelerometer on an 
ineffective braking system merely by jabbing the brake 
pedal fiercely and locking all wheels. 

Opponents of high-speed operation of heavy vehicles 
also overlook their inherent stability. This certainly 
does not apply to a number of cars, which, apart from 
rolling and pitching, are too light to be able to stop in 
anything approaching the theoretical minimum distance. 
If their true braking efficiency were checked with a gun, 
many users—and, perhaps, manufacturers—might be 
surprised. 

If there is a case for imposing a discriminatory speed 
limit on any type of vehicle on motorways, it lies against 
the private car. Well-maintained modern commercial 
vehicles are far safer in an emergency. 





Passing Comments 


Canada as a Vital Market 


\Witk Canada much in the picture at present in respect 

of reciprocal trade, a letter received from Mr. T. H. 
Oliver, who resides in Calgary, Alberta, is of interest in 
respect of the export of commercial vehicles to that 
country. He says that, as an Englishman, he is very 
disappointed at the comparative absence of British-made 
commercial vehicles and oil engines in Canada, as he 
considers these to be the finest in the world. 

He states that the field for them is very large, whether 
it be for short runs, long-distance work, constructional 
tasks, agriculture, passenger carrying, and, in respect of 
engines, for marine and industrial applications. 

The essential requirements for vehicles are, states Mr. 
Oliver, difficult, although not by any means incapable of 
achievement by our makers. They must he able to run at 
speeds up to 70 m:p.h. and operate in temperatures as low 
as —40° F. and up to 100° F. There must also be an 
efficient system of dealers well stocked with spare parts. 
If British vehicles can be sold at reasonably competitive 
prices, they should be a great dollar earner for Britain. 
In conclusion he asks if Britain is willing to allow European 
manufacturers to creep in. 


Advance in a Solid Lubricant 


OE of the most valuable of high-pressure solid lubricants 

is molybdenum disulphide, which is said to be capable 
of withstanding pressures of over 500,000 p.s.i., as well as 
being capable of operating in high temperatures. 

It seems, however, that one of the difficulties in producing 
this material has been to reduce the particle size, for the 
smaller the particles are the greater is the dispersion in the 
quid medium employed. Additionally, it is important to 
maintain the flake-like structure of the particles. 

The finest powders hitherto obtainable generally are said 
to have particle sizes varying from 0.75 micron to 3.0 
micron. It is possible to reduce them further in liquids, in 
ball or roller mills, but such quasi-colloidal dispersions may 
not be as effective as the flake materials. Possibly this may 
also be due to oxidation. 
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After much research, K. S. Paul (Molybdenum Disul- 
phide), Ltd., Great Western Trading Estate, Park Royal 
Road, London, N.W.10, have, by means of a quasi-air- 
floatation method, now produced on a commercial basis 
powder with an average particle size of 0.25 to 0.5 micron, 
and this with considerable consistency. The particle-size 
distribution of this “ Moly-Paul Superfine Powder ” is over 
65 per cent. under 0.5 micron and photographs show that the 
flake-like structure has been maintained. Moreover, there 
is no detectable change in pH value as compared with 
standard and micronated-particle-size materials. For the 
moment only experimental samples are available to those 
interested. 


Some Claims Disclaimed 


AST June The Commercial Motor published an article 

“ Milk Rate Formula Eliminates Disputes,” which was 

the result of an interview with Mr. R. P. Miers, chairman, 

Milk Carriers’ Functional Group, Road Haulage Asso- 

ciation. In this, reference was made to a statement by Mr. 

Miers that the bulk-milk pilot scheme which his company, 

Miers Transport, Ltd., instituted in September, 1957, was 
the first in the United Kingdom. 

An aftermath was several claims that the Miers scheme 
was not the first, and it was stated by a driver employed in 
the Angus Scheme that this was started in May, 1957. Even 
he, however, said that another was started in Kirkcudbright 
early in 1954 and one at Stranraer about two years ago. 

Then Mr. J. R. Knox, of Gascoignes (Reading), Ltd., said 
that this company were the only suppliers of bulk tanks for 
all the schemes, and for purposes of record he mentioned 
those of Kirkcudbrightshire, April, 1954; Wigtownshire, 
May, 1956; Northern Ireland, January, 1957; Newbury, 
April, 1957; Angus, May, 1957 and the Midlands in 
September of that year. 

Now comes a further communication from Mr. S. F. 
Stone, of Kennings, Ltd., Westcliff-on-Sea. Referring to the 
letter from Mr. J. R. Knox, which was published on 
August 29, he points out that this was not quite correct, in 
that his was not the only company to have supplied bulk 
tanks for all the schemes. Also, Mr. Knox had omitted 
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to mention the first two schemes in England, which were 
operated by Strutt and Parker (Farms), Ltd., and Lord 
Rayleigh’s Farms, Inc., of Hatfield Peverel, Essex. These 
Started bulk milk collection in June and July, 1954, respec- 
tively. Kennings, Ltd., were given the opportunity of 
supplying to these companies a 1,500-gal. tanker used to 
collect from six farms in Suffolk and a 1,750-gal. tanker 
for collecting from 11 farms in Essex. 

It is interesting to learn that the larger tanker has now 
covered over 174,000 miles, which says much for this 
articulated machine, which has a Morris-Commercial 
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This Morris articulated tanker has covered 

more than 174,000 miles on milk collection 

from farmers. The Taskers semi-trailer carries 
a Butterfield |,500-gal. tank. 


FVO.9/5_ short-wheelbase oil-engined tractor 
unit. The semi-trailer chassis was built by 
Taskers of Andover (1932), Ltd., whilst W. P. 
Butterfield, Ltd., of Shipley, supplied the stain- 
less-steel tank. The tank on the 1,500-gal. 
vehicle was also a Butterfield product. 

This all adds up to the difficulty of substanti- 
ating claims to be first in almost any activity’"— 
except perhaps atomic bombs.

“ Chaos” at R.H.A. 
Caused Licence Delays 


ANY licences held by hauliers in. the 

Yorkshire Traffic Area have not been 
renewed during the last 18 months 
because of “chaos” in the Leeds office 
of the Road Haulage Association. This 
was stated at Bridlington, last week, when 
John T. Drury, Ltd., Swinefleet, near 
Goole, applied for a new three-vehicle 
B licence. 

The court was told that, because the 
R.H.A. licensing officer at Leeds had been 
in poor health, a great deal of difficulty 
had arisen. However, the Yorkshire 
Licensing Authority had promised to give 
sympathetic consideration to applications 
for new licences to replace those which 
had expired. 

Mr. R. E. Paterson, for Drury’s, said 
Mr. Drury held a three-vehicle B licence 
which expired on April 30, 1957. Nine 
months before that date a limited com- 
pany was formed to take over all his B, 
C and special-A licences, so letters were 
sent to the R.H.A. at Leeds asking for a 
transfer to be secured. 

Apparently these letters were mislaid, 
for in November, 1956, Mr. Drury wrote 
to the R.H.A. asking why he had heard 
no more about the transfer. He was told 
that- the registration books were still in 
the hands of the Licensing Authority's 
office. 

At that stage, Drury’s completed appli- 
cation forms for a renewal, but they were 
unable to expedite the matter because 
the Leeds office of the R.H.A. repeatedly 
stated that delays were occurring at the 
Licensing Authority's office. 

When a new R.H.A. licensing officer 
took over it was discovered that all the 
papers had been filed and they had never 
reached the Licensing Authority. The C 
and special-A licences had since been 
granted in chambers, and only the B 
licence was now required. Figures for 
the year ended last June showed that all 
the vehicles on B licence were fully 
employed. 

The application was granted. 
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had been placed. 

At the end of the opening 
day, Leyland Motors, Ltd., 

ere able to announce that 
they had taken orders worth 
nearly £3m., of which about 
a third represented export 
business. 

Heavy buying of the 78- 
seat Atlantean double-decker was 
reported; orders were stated to amount to 
nearly £2m. Municipal transport depart- 
ments contracting for these buses included 
Glasgow, Liverpool, Manchester, 
Sheffield, Wallasey and Walsall. Other 
large undertakings stipulating Atlanteans 
were Birch Bros., Devon General, East 
Midland, Maidstone and _ District, 
Potteries Motor Traction and Ribble. 


New £1m. Contract 

Leyland announced on Monday that 
they had secured a further contract from 
Netherlands Railways for the supply of 
300 oil-engined buses. The contract was 
stated to be worth £1m. and is due for 
completion in 18 months. The Dutch 
authorities, already operating 500 
Leyland buses and coaches, are carrying 
out a standardization policy for their 
main-road, inter-city fleet of 1,200 
vehicles. 

An opening-day order booked by Guy 
Motors, Ltd., was for 180 vehicles of 
various types for T.G.B. Motors, Ltd., 
Clitheroe, Lancs. The contract is worth 
£370,000, to which purchase tax of 
£100,000 must be added. The major 
part of the order is for 100 Warrior light- 
weight eight-wheelers. 

A single order worth nearly £24m. was 
taken on the opening day of the Show for 
2,000 of the new FX4 Metropolitan taxis 
by the Austin Motor Co., Ltd. 

Last Friday brought David Brown 
Industries, Ltd., an order from a pro- 
minent vehicle manufacturer for model 
557/480 gearboxes valued at £20,000. 
This gearbox was recently introduced to 
suit the Gardner 6LX oil engine. 


BIG CUTS IN RAIL RATES 
XAMPLES of drastic rate reductions 
by the railways in various parts of 
the country were quoted at last week's 
meeting of the national executive com- 
mittee of the Road Haulage Association. 
The rates mentioned were far below an 
economic level for road transport and 
doubt was expressed as to their profit- 
ability to the railways. The committee 

are investigating the matter further. 
Among 36 items on the agenda was the 
question of the agreement between 
the Central Electricity Authority and the 
British Transport, Commission for the 
carriage of coal to power stations by rail. 
The Association are trying to obtain con- 
firmation of the signing of the agreement.

EPEATED adjournments of three 

goods applications at Liverpool 
brought protests from the objectors, last 
week, when they heard that there was 
to be another delay because Mr. E. A.

This had _ been 
adjourned twice. 

Mr. Balne said the objectors were being 
put to great expense and inconvenience.

Senior, who was in court, said he had 
not been informed until 9.30 a.m. that 
he would not be represented. 

Mr. Lindsay replied that it was essen- 
tial that the cases were brought to their 
conclusion at the next hearing. The 
applicants would be given definite 
instructions to appear on October 28. 


23 LICENCE CONVICTIONS 
IN 17 MONTHS 

FINE of £100 was imposed at

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Ribble Agree to Try 


Corporation’s Idea 


A CIRCULAR bus route covering 
Carlisle's Harraby Estate is to be 
given a three months’ trial by Ribble 
Motor Services, Ltd. This was agreed at 
a sitting of the Northern Traffic Commis- 
sioners last week. The case began in 
August, when the Commissioners gave 
notice that they intended to vary Ribble’s 
services to the estate, following repre- 
sentations from the corporation (The 
Commercial Motor, August 15). 

At last week's hearing witnesses 
claimed that existing services were 
nadequate because many people lived 
and worked too far away from the bus 
routes. For the Automatic Coal Cleaning 
Co., Ltd.. Mr. G. P. Douglass said that 





when their premises were built they were 
assured by Ribble that a full bus service 
was to be provided as the estate grew 
This promise had not been fulfilled by 
the bus company 


Mr. H. Grisbrook, for Wm. Coulthard ‘ 


and Co., Ltd., said their factory was near 
the estate, but one bus stopped 355 yd 
away and another 495 yd. away. If the 
corporation’s plans were approved the 
distance would be 172 yd. 


Cut in Frequency 

Mr. J. P. Senior, Ribble’s assistant 
general manager, said in evidence that 
only 167 houses were more than 220 yd. 
from their present two-way route. If 
the circular plan were adopted, the 
frequency would have to be cut to’ 30 
min. instead of 45 min., and he thought 
residents would find this alteration 
unsatisfactory. 

The only way to keep the -present 
frequency would be to use another three 
vehicles, adding £18,000 a year to operat- 
ing costs. The company could not con- 
template this move. He admitted, 
however, that it would work out slightly 
cheaper to operate on the lines suggested 
by the corporation. 

Agreeing to the exneriment, Mr. Senior 
said they would use the same number of 
vehicles as hitherto. Mr. J. A. T. Hanlon, 
chairman, said if exceptional circum- 
stances arose the hearing could be 
resumed before the three months’ trial 
period expired

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Air-sprung Atkinson 
Arrives 


HE Atkinson 8-ton four-wheeler with 

air suspension for both axles, of 
which advance information was given 
exclusively in The Commercial Motor last 
week, arrived in the demonstration park 
at Earls Court on Monday. 

The axles are carried on trailing radius 
arms. Those at the rear are extended 
behind the axle to carry a cross-member 
on which the Dunlop Pneuride 12-in.- 
diameter air bellaws are outrigged.

THE SOCIALISTS DISCUSS 
ROAD TRANSPORT 

NUMBER of resolutions on trans- 

port matters was tabled for 
discussion at this week’s Labour Party 
conference. One of .them—by the Scot- 
tish Horse and Motormen’s Association 
—called on the conference to endorse 
the declared policy of the Party to 
renationalize road transport. 

It further declared that, in order to 
have a completely integrated road trans- 
port system in the country, the Party 
should inquire into the growth and 
development of C-licence holders. 

From East Ham came the proposal that 
no compensation should be paid on 
renationalization. However, Stoke-on- 
Trent Labour Party wanted this amended 
to cover compensation for property and 
stock but not for goodwill. 

Spelthorne suggested that a working 
party should be set up to study roads, 
railways, airways and waterways to make 
the best possible use of alternative trans- 
port and relieve road congestion. 

Doncaster called for an inquiry into the 
administration of the British Transport 
Commission, and Renfrewshire wanted an 
examination of compensation payments 
with a view to having them stopped after 
a certain number of years. The National 
Union of Railwaymen called for a review 
of transport policy. 


“BUS CRISIS” AT HULL, SAYS 
COUNCILLOR 


HEN traffic returns were discussed 
by Hull Transport Committee, last 
week, one member commented that 
figures for the 10 weeks under review 
suggested that 4}m. fewer passengers 
were being carried each year.’ “ It would 
seem that we are staggering into a first- 
class financial crisis, and we should do 
something about it very quickly.” he 
declared. 

Another member said the position was 
serious and needed urgent attention. Mr.

FORMER C-HIRE HAULIER 
REFUSED NEW LICENCE 


HEN Mr. A. J. Middleton, Aberdeen, 

applied for a new B licence, the 
Scottish Deputy Licensing Authority, 
Mr. Alex Robertson, declared that it was 
another case in which a person engaged 
on C-hiring had committed an offence 
and been fined. Now he wanted a B 
licence to undertake work obtained 
through C-hire, so Mr. Middleton was 
really asking the Authority to condone 
his irregularities. 

Refusing the application, Mr. Robert- 
son pointed out that Mr. Middleton was 
committing further irregularities by using 
his two A-licence vehicles outside their 
declared normal user. He might find 
himself in serious trouble when those 
licences needed renewing. 

There were objections from 22 hauliers 
in the Aberdeen area. 
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Hauliers Worried by 
“User” Suggestions 


ANY hauliers are disturbed at sug- 

_ gestions by the Transport Tribunal 
that all commodities carried under an A 
licence must be specified in the normal 
user. This was stated at Manchester, on 
Tuesday, by Mr. J. A. Dunkerley, appear- 
ing for Mr. W. D. R. Carman, Scholar 
Green, Stoke-on-Trent, who wanted to 
transfer a one-vehicle A licence from the 
West Midland to the North Western 
Traffic Area. 

Mr. Dunkerley said that if the Licens- 
ing Authority felt that adding the word 
“mainly” at the beginning of the user 
would meet the carriage of unspecified 
goods the hauliers would be quite happy. 

However, on studying the GV6 appli- 
cation form, it was obvious that the 
Tribunal were correct in declaring that 
“normal” applied to areas and not to 
goods. This was likely to destroy the 
whole benefit of normal user as regards 
commodities. 


Railways Object 


British Railways objected to Mr. 
Carman’s application on the ground that 
he was changing his normal user. Mr. 
Dunkerley explained that the Carman 
family operated a fleet of 26 vehicles 
which were formerly based at Hanley 
but were now 14 miles inside the North 
Western Area. The application referred 
to only one vehicle, owned by the son, 
although eight special-A vehicles, form- 
erly operated by W. Carman and Son, 
had recently been transferred to him. 

Mr. W. Carman, senr., still retained 
his own vehicles, but the whole fleet was 
under one control. In view of the recent 
findings of the Tribunal every commodity 
carried had been specified in the new 
normal user, although there was no 
change in the type of work. 

Replying to Mr. R. D. Webb, for 
British Railways, Mr. W. D. R. Carman 
agreed there were wide discrepancies 
between the normal user applied for and 
those for the rest of the fleet, but pointed 
out that their needs had been met up to 
now by the added words “and general 
goods as required.” The normal user of 
the remaining vehicles would be altered 
in due course. 

Asked by Mr. J. R. Lindsay, North 
Western Deputy Licensing Authority, for 
the appeal decisions concerned, Mr. 
Dunkerley said the decisions had not yet 
been published, only announced. 

Mr. Lindsay said he had not yet been 
informed of these later appeal decisions 
and approached the matter with an open 
mind, but it would be a monumental 
task to prepare applications on these 
lines. In view of this, decision would be 
reserved.

BATTLE between the Western S.M.T. Co., Ltd., and two smaller 

operators, McGill’s Bus Service, Ltd., and Graham’s Bus Service, Ltd., 

for the right to supply bus services on the withdrawal of the trams from 
Paisley has been won substantially by Western S.M.T. 

After nearly a year’s delay, the Minister of Transport announced last 


Friday that he had dismissed seven out of nine appeals by McGill’s. 


One 


of their appeals was wholly allowed and another in part. All four appeals 
by Graham’s were rejected. Decisions by the Scottish Traffic Commissioners 


were in dispute. 


During the inquiry by Mr. J. J. 
Cunnimgham, Q.C., at Glasgow on 
November 19 and 20 last year, there was 
argument on the onus of proof resting 
on the appellants. The Minister says that 
in exercising his powers he has to satisfy 
himself whether or not the Com- 
missioners’ decision ought to be disturbed 
on the merits of the case. 

The whole of the evidence available 
by way of documents produced at an 
inquiry is to be considered and the 
matter is decided on its merits. In 
reaching his decisions in the present cases 
he took into consideration the extent to 
which the operators concerned provided 
services on the routes in question and the 
district as a whole.

RURAL BUS SERVICES TO 
BE INVESTIGATED 

N investigation into the “ progressive 

deterioration of public transport ser- 
vices in Yorkshire” is to be conducted 
by Yorkshire Rural Community Council. 
This decision was taken last week follow- 
ing a report by Mr. A. Trotter, secretary 
of Northumberland Rural Community 
Council 

He said a survey in his area showed 
that of 5S villages with village halls, 
25 per cent. had no bus after 6.30 p.m., 
15 per cent. had only one bus each day, 
and some had no bus service at all. The 
logical answer was for country buses to 
carry mails and be subsidized for the 
work. 

Mr. Trotter also suggested a direct 
Government subsidy for rural transport, 
together with exemption from fuel tax 
for small operators. The position in 
Yorkshire might become serious in a year 
or so, he added, but country people had 
a right to a basic amount of transport. 

The County Association of Parish 
Councils in Shropshire are also setting up 
a special committee to investigate rural 
bus services, in which reductions of 10 
per cent. have been proposed. The 
National Farmers’ Union, National 
Union of Agricultural Workers, Women’s 
Institutes and the Rural Councils’ Asso- 
ciation have each been asked to nominate 
two members. The committee will collect 
information and make suggestions.

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Bus Station Rating: 
. . ve 
Ruling is Given 
OADING bays and shelters are the 
main items to be taken into account 
when bus stations are assessed for rating 
purposes. This ruling was given by a 
Middlesbrough valuation court, last 
week, when they dismissed an appeal by 
United Automobile Services, Ltd., in 
respect of their station at Newport Road, 
Middlesbrough. 

The property was stated to have an 
assessed net rateable value of £925. The 
company wanted it to be given a gross 
value and to qualify for a reduction of 
20°, in its net value on the grounds that 
it was non-industrial. 

For United, Mr. J. G. Dixon said the 
buildings at the station were the main 
hub of the company’s operations, and 
the area of the loading bays and shelters 
was an appurtenance to the buildings. A 
bus station of that size could not be run 
without buildings to provide shelter for 
passengers and staff. 

Mr. E. I. Bell, valuation officer, 
replied that the buildings were ancillary 
to the loading bays and occupied only 
288 sq. yd. of the 1,202-sq.-yd. site. Bus 
stations could be carried on without 
offices and, in this case, the buildings 
were there only because the bus station 
was. The bus area was not a forecourt. 

Also dismissed by the court was a 
similar application by United concerning 
their station at Redcar, assessed at £350 
net rateable value. 


BEDFORD LEAD THE WAY 
IN 13 COUNTRIES 

O far this year, Bedford vehicles have 
been the biggest sellers in 13 
countries, including Great Britain, says a 
statement by Mr. Philip Copelin, 
managing director of Vauxhall Motors, 
Ltd. He adds that in six other countries 
Bedfords are the most popular British 
truck, and they head the sales of 
imported lorries in Holland and Sweden. 

“ There are at present some encourag- 
ing signs of an improvement in world 
trade conditions—signs which indicate a 
rising demand for goods vehicles,” he 
says. “The world needs many more 
goods vehicles, and Great Britain, as the 
principal European producer, is well 
placed to supply this need.” 

Over the past two years, says Mr. 
Copelin, Bedford continued to export 
more than 40 per cent. of all British 
trucks, although import restrictions had 
resulted in a general decline in overseas 
sales.

ROAD TAX REVENUE EXCEEDS 
£500M. 

AXES paid by road users in 1957 

topped £500m. for the first time, 
licence income alone rising to over 
£100m. These facts are contained in the 
1958 edition of “ Basic Road Statistics ” 
(British Road Federation, 1s.). Total 
expenditure upon roads last year was 
£120m., including payments for adminis- 
tration. 

A new section of this annual indicates 
the extent of new road construction and 
improvements, whilst other tables are 
concerned with registration statistics. In 
September, 1957, there were 237,570 oil- 
engined vehicles in use, representing 18.1 
per cent. of the total. The number of 
trams still in operation dropped from 
2.043 in 1956 to 1,612 last year.

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Many Dollar Works 
Trucks Freed 


LTHOUGH the abolition of dollar- 

import control from a wide range of 
goods last week does not affect road 
vehicles, many types of mechanical- 
handling appliance may now be pur- 
chased free of restriction from North 
America. 

These include works trucks and pallets, 
wheeled and _ track-laying tractors, 
dumpers, excavators, shovel-loaders and 
mobile cranes. The Government have 
also freed engines, batteries, degreasing 
and washing plant, fire-fighting equipment 
and tools. 

Canada has undertaken to maintain 
Commonwealth preferences on imports 
from Britain including vehicles, engines 
and spare parts. Sir David Eccles, 
President of the Board of Trade, has com- 
mented that this would help to assure 
British manufacturers of the opportunities 
to extend their markets in Canada with 
confidence that there would be no sudden 
changes. 


CARDIFF CONCERNED 
OVER FARES 

HINT that Cardiff bus fares may have 

to be increased was given last week 
by Mr. J. F. Siddall, transport manager. 
He reminded the transport committee that 
the last fare increase was in December, 
1956, and since then major wage awards 
had been absorbed instead of being 
passed on to the travelling public. Many 
other undertakings had already been com- 
pelled to raise their fares. 

Mr. R. L. Davies, city treasurer, said 
that during the 10 summer weeks, which 
were the best for income, there was a 
small profit of £2,686, which reduced the 
deficit for April 1-August 30 to £1,695, 
The Empire Games had boosted their 
summer income by £2,500. 

The committee accepted a recommen- 
dation that the financial situation should 
be kept under review. 


MIDDLESBROUGH TO TRY 
NEW LOW BUS 

A PROTOTYPE bus, designed to cope 

with Middlesbrough's low bridges, is 
to be built for the corporation by the 
Northern Counties Motor and Engineer- 
ing Co., Ltd. It will be based on a Dennis 
chassis with the lower deck floor level 
with the boarding platform.

£7 
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L.T.E. Entitled to Protection 


from Coach Operators, But... 


ONDON TRANSPORT are entitled to some protection against the 
abstraction of traffic caused by the increase of picking-up points on 
long-distance coach services, but coach operators are not to be barred 
from extending their picking-up facilities in the London Passenger Transport 


area. 


This is the kernel of an appeal decision announced by the Minister of 
Transport last week. He dismissed an appeal by the British Transport 
Commission on behalf of the London Transport Executive. 


The appeal was against the Metro- 
politan Traffic Commissioner’s grant to 
George Ewer and Co., Ltd. of new 
picking-up points at Enfield Highway and 
Waltham Cross on express services from 
Edmonton and Enfield to south coast 
resorts. 

During the appeal hearing by Mr. J. R. 
Willis on June 26, there was a discussion 
on the principles to which regard should 
be had in reaching a decision on an 
application by an operator, other than 
the L.T.E., running long-distance services 
from the London Passenger Transport 
area to other parts of the country to 
enable him to pick up passengers at 
additional points in that area. 


No Basic Difference 


The Minister says that such a case is 
in essence no different from that of a 
similar application elsewhere in the 
country. Considerations to be taken into 
account are those laid down in Section 
72(3) of the Road Traffic Act, 1930. 

London Transport’s argument that, 
because of statutory obligations, they 
were entitled to protection from abstrac- 
tion arising from the grant of additional 
picking-up facilities on long-distance 
coach services, appeared™to have force. 
The Executive, as an objector in such a 
case, would be entitled to call the Com- 
missioner’s attention to their special 
poSition in the general climate of Section 
72. 

“ This is not, however, to say that a 
long-distance operator must of necessity 
be barred from extending his picking-up 
facilities within the London Passenger 
Transport area,” says the Minister. 
“Each case must be dealt with on its 
merits 

Claims Must be Balanced 


“The claims of the Executive to pro- 
tection from abstraction of traffic arising 
out of improved picking-up facilities 
applied for by long-distance operators, 
rust be balanced against other factors, 
including the extent to which the new 
facilities would meet a public need in 
respect of the users of the long-distance 
services concerned.” 

Ewers showed that their express 
services attracted a substantial volume 
of traffic from the Enfield Highway and 
Waltham Cross areas. On balance, the 
greater convenience to passengers 
afforded by the additional picking-up 
facilities outweighed any possible abstrac- 
tion of traffic from London Transport. 

The Minister rejected Mr. Willis 
recommendation that the B.T.C. should, 
in this instance, not be required to pay 
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costs. Because the issues were closely 
balanced was not sufficient reason for 
departing from the usual practice of 
requiring the unsuccessful appellant to 
pay costs. 


AFRICANS PAY LEVY TO IMPORT 
OWN VEHICLES 

N an effort to build up a fund so that 

they can import their own vehicles, the 
African Transport Operators’ Associa- 
tion, Southern Rhodesia, are levying a 
toll of S per cent. on their members’ 
earnings. In this way, the Association 
hope to buy lorries and spare parts from 
overseas and sell them direct to their 
members. They also aim to build their 
own garages so that maintenance costs 
will be reduced. 

Transport—both passenger and goods 

is one of the most popular businesses 
with Southern Rhodesia’s African popu- 
lation, for there is no discrimination 
against the coloured operator. Already 
African hauliers have had a share in the 
Kariba Dam scheme, and the Department 
of Native Affairs are awarding many 
similar contracts to Africans. 

It is for such work, secured by the 
Operators’ Association, that the toll is 
levied. In the past few years new 
vehicles, bought on hire purchase, have 
become more popular with the African 
than used lorries, and the Association 
hope that standards will go even higher 
when more vehicles are obtainable by 
their members.

for Ambulances 


MBULANCES with purpose-built 

bodies have been found to be more 
durable than the all-steel standard pro- 
duction counterpart, states Lancashire 
County Council. In their teport on the 
operation of ambulance services during 
1957, they say that all vehicles in the 
fleet, with the exception of the small 
utility vehicles, are to be fitted with the 
specially constructed bodies now readily 
available. 

New 12- and eight-seater dual-purpose 
vehicles now in service have been favour- 
ably received, says the report. The small 
unit gave a petrol consumption of about 
25 m.p.g., a lower figure than that of the 
four-seater utilities. 


Further eight-seaters on order will have . 


special bodies in wood and aluminium, 
some with roof and interior body lining 
in glass-fibre panelling. 

Capable of carrying eight or 12 sitting 
cases, the unit which has been introduced 
during the year has proved invaluable in 
districts where numbers of out-patients 
attend hospital and where, by means of 
radio, the vehicles can be diverted when 
necessary to pick up additional pas 
sengers. 

During the year, 4,464,069 miles were 
run, a decrease of 121,719 on 1956. As 
indicated in the special review of the 
Lancashire Ambulance Service, pub 
lished in The Commercial Motor on 
June 6, the reduction is attributed to the 
introduction of radio control over much 
of the county. 

Average fuel performance foe the four 
main vehicle classes were: ambulances, 
15.3 m.p.g.;  12-seater dual-purpose 
vehicles, 15.5 m-.p.g.; 8-seater dual-

FINANCE COMPANIES PRESS 
FOR CEYLON REPAYMENTS 
INANCE companies who helped 
Ceylonese bus operators to buy 700 
vehicles before nationalization __ last 
January are now demanding full pay- 
ment. In turn, the former operators have 
asked the Government to speed the pay- 
ment of compensation so that these debts 
can be paid and, as the finance companies 
stipulate cash, they are asking that 
Government bonds should not be issued 
as full compensation payment. 

This will be one of the first problems 
of the newly created Minister of 
Nationalized Industries. He also has to 
deal with numerous complaints that 
recommended compensation hardly 
covers the cost of income tax dues. 
arrears Of salaries to employees, and 
gratuities. 

Another complaint for his attention js 
from Colombo, where the corporation are 
so annoyed at competition from 
nationalized buses that they have 
threatened to sell their whole fleet of 65 
trolleybuses to Bombay. They say they 
cannot stand the losses incurred through 
this competition. 
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Is Dormobile Subject 
to Speed Limit ? 


HE question of whether a Bedford 

Dormobile is subject to the 30 m.p.h. 
speed limit at all times revolved round 
the seating arrangements in the vehicle, 
Daventry (Northants) magistrates were 
told on Tuesday. They were hearing 
a case in which a Dormobile driver, 
Peter L. Sheppard, Westfield Road, 
Hinckley (Leics), was accused of exceed- 
ing a van's speed limit. 

The prosecution claimed that a dual- 
purpose vehicle must have cross seats 
permanently fixed behind the driver, but 
the Dormobile in the case had seats 
parallel with the sides and was carrying 
goods. For the defence, Mr. A. C. G. 
Rothera argued that the Dormobile did 
have transverse seats, although they could 
be folded into bench seats along the sides 
or lifted up to the sides, leaving the whole 
interior clear for goods. 

Sheppard, a sales manager, did not 
deny driving at more than 30 m.p.h., but 
claimed that he was permitted to do so 
in a Dormobile. He said he was 
unaware that the seats in his vehicle 
could be completely taken down until 
it was pointed out to him. 

P.c. Moody told the court that the 
Dormobile was carrying 3 cwt. of display 
goods, and the seats, parallel to the sides, 
had been folded back. Therefore, he 
classed the vehicle as a van carrying 
goods. P.c. Warner said he agreed 
because of the seating arrangement. 

During the proceedings, Mr: T. Faulk- 
ner Gammage, magistrates’ clerk, told 
Mr. Rothera: “ I have seen these advertis- 
ing brochures, but nowhere in them does 
it state that this vehicle is not subject to 
a speed limit. Can you show me where 
it does say that? This firm would surely 
use that point in their advertising if it 
were so. A firm of their standing could 
surely get together with the county council 
and agree upon it.” 

Mr. Rothera: “ Prospective purchasers 
are told that the vehicle is not subject to 
a speed limitation, but it does not appear 
on the advertising leaflets.” 

He submitted that there could be no 
possible doubt that the Dormobile was a 
dual-purpose vehicle because the seats 
could be placed transversely. The case 
was dismissed. 


“MAKE CHILDREN STAND” 
OLLOWING complaints about 
children occupying bus seats while 
adults stand, Hull Transport Committee 
are considering forcing half-fare pas- 
sengers to give up their seats to adults. 
Mr. G. H. Pulfrey, general manager of 
the undertaking, is to report to the com- 
mittee on the possibility of including this 
ruling in their operating licences.

GETS A LIFT 


Vehicle makers may claim that they 
are catering for the demand for bigger 
vehicles to carry heavier loads. Body- 
builders believe that they created this 
demand by establishing the merits of the 
maximum-load and optimum-bulk types 
of body structure. 

Experienced lorry drivers, knowing 
their worth, may justifiably regard the 
increase in size as a recognition of their 
economic value and some will point to 
the greater cab comfort provided as a 
tribute to their high status in the industry.

A new venture for the Neville com- 
pany (Stand 49), a demountable cement 
tanker, is one of many bulk vehicles 
equipped with a Wellworthy-Ricardo 
high-capacity blower for rapid discharge 
of the material pneumatically. The 
Atkinson plastics-panelled cab (Stand 99) 
is a notable example of the attention 
being paid by the majority of makers 
to cab comfort and improved driving 
facilities. 

Many technically minded visitors to 
the Show have been scratching their heads 
in an attempt to determine the working 
principles of the Anthony gear. The lay- 
out of the mechanism is simple, but its 
geometry is complex. A single large- 
capacity ram operates in a substantially 
horizontal position and indirectly exerts 
a thrust on a lever system, the layout of 
which may be compared with that of a 
conventional stabilizer hinged in the 
centre and pivoted to the chassis and 
body underframe. 

The most interesting aspect of the 
design is the way in which a relatively 
small triangulated lever is separately 
linked to the ram and the two arms to 
provide an upward lift when the body is 
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horizontal and a progressive increase in 
the rate of lift as the body is raised. 
Fitted to an Albion Caledonian eight- 
wheeled chassis, the gear is mounted 
below a 144-cu.-yd. light-alloy body. 
Total weight of the body and gear is 
12 cwt., and the rated lifting time 1s 
17 sec. 

It is claimed that the gear is lighter 
than conventional types for a_ given 
capacity, and tests have shown that the 
relatively wide spread of the duplicated 
arms gives a rigid support to the body 
under adverse operating conditions. 

A new Pilot heavy-duty lifting gear 
(Stand 116) is also of the lever type and 
incorporates a single horizontal ram. 
This can lift a fully loaded 12-cu.-yd. 
dump body to an angle of 72° in 10 sec 
and the body can be lowered under power 
on to multiple rubber cushions in 8 sec. 
The vehicle is one of the new Atkinson 
maximum-load six-wheelers. 

A tipper highlight of the 1954 Show, 
the Telehoist Telever gear, has since been 
widely applied to all types of vehicle

designed for rough site work and is now 
available with an auxiliary mechanism 
to provide shock-absorber action when 
the body is tipped to a maximum angle 
of around 70° (Stand 53). 

A cam on the pivot arm of the lifting 
frame opens a pilot valve during the 
final stage and this actuates a restrictor 
valve in the spill line. A maximum back 
pressure of 1,000 p.s.i. is created fo 
final cushioning, and the = stabilizing 
action of the system during high-angle 
tipping obviates the need to reduce 
tipping speed to avoid shock effects. 

End - tip shock absorption by 
mechanical means is exemplified by the 
Tatra 7-cu.-yd. 6 x 6 dumper exhibited 
by the Motokov Company on Stand 101. 
This comprises a __ lever-and-spring 
mechanism to which a_ body-restraining 
chain ts attached. 

The lever is pivoted at the front of the 
chassis and movement of the body beyond 
the limiting position raises the front end 
against the tension of dual coil springs, 
which provide an initial power-return 
action as well as cushioning the final 
tipping stage Twin underbody rams 
operate at a pressure of 700 p.s.i. 

Developed some 12 months ago by the 
Spenborough Co. (Stand 27), an out- 
rigged stabilizer is now employed for ail 
the concern’s front-of-body tipping gears, 
and the entire range incorporates rams of 
the pistonless displacement type. Front- 
of‘body rams are located in the normal 
position, and the thrust is imparted to a 
bridge member in line with the body top.

A notable example of front-of-body 
gears shown by Spenborough is_ the 
EPT1400 telescopic three-stage 10-12-ton 
type fitted to a Dodge 7-ton chassis, 
which lifts a composite body to an angle 
of 53 

Known as the model 8S MD, a new 
Weston front-of-body tipping gear (Stand 
25) is of the four-stage type and has a 
maximum stroke of 12 ft. 6 in. This 
gear is exhibited in conjunction with a 
special 1S-cu.-yd. fixed-sided body of 
light-alloy construction designed to the 
specification of a well-known operator 

Hydrostatic drives have the outstand 
ing advantage that the motor can be 
located in any position without adding 
to the complexity of the drive 
mechanism. Two notable applications 
of hydrostatic power are demonstrated 
at the Show. One is a tailboard loade: 
exhibited by Bromilow and Edwards on 
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stand 33; the other is an auxiliary system 
on the U-frame equipment displayed by 
Reynolds Boughton on Stand 29. 

The motor of the tailboard loader 
Operates on a principle similar to that 
of the B. and E. hydraulic swash-plate 
pump and is employed in conjunction 
with a duplicated sprocket and chain 
mechanism. The power of the pump is 
relayed from the left to the right side 
by means of a universally jointed shaft. 
The equipment has a capacity of 15 cwt. 
and is mounted on a Dennis lorry. 

Mounted on a Thames Trader 6D 
chassis, the Reynolds Boughton equip- 
ment comprises a swing-back U-frame 
hydraulically operated by side rams 
which can be employed for loading any 
type of equipment or container on to 
the body platform. A_ mechanically 
operated power winch of 15,000 Ib. 
capacity is located behind the cab, and 
a recovery winch of 6,000 Ib. capacity, 
mounted at the front, is driven by a 
hydraulic motor. 

In this application the pressure line is 
fitted with a blow-off valve, and the 
system affords a particular operational 
advantage in that it obviates mechanical 
damage by “ over-winching.”

sections. The operators, Slaters Trans- 
port, Ltd., are confident that it will with- 
stand repeated impact stresses, as well as 
the abrasive action of any loose load that 
may be carried, A Pilot twin-ram under- 
body gear is employed, and the body is 
mounted on a Foden chassis having a 
Homalloy full-fronted plastics cab. 

A basically similar Homalloy plastics 
tipping body of 12-cu.-yd. capacity is 
exhibited by the York Trailer Co. on 
Stand 129. It is fitted to a 14-ton semi- 
trailer, the lifting gear being a Pilot four- 
stage twin hoist which gives a tipping

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angle of 50°. This early application of 
a new type of tipper body to a semi-trailer 
is Claimed by the makers to be indicative 
of an important trend 

If wheel grip is impaired by a loose or 
slippery surface the manceuvrability of 
the articulated vehicle may afford 
improved traction for starting from rest 
because the tractor can initially be moved 
forward at an angle to the axis of the 
semi-trailer. Under some conditions the 
ability of the driver easily to locate the 
semi-trailer in an exact tipping position 
has obvious advantages 


Early in the field of all-plastics con- 


struction (without regrets), the Reliant 
company (Stand 66) exhibit a new pick-up 
based on a standard three-wheeled 5-cwt 
chassis, which should have a particular 
appeal to ironmongers and hardware 
merchants, Special tribute is due to the 
concern for exploiting plastics construc 
tion to expand export markets. The 
Haifa distributors of Reliant vehicles 
have welcomed the use of plastics 
materials because it enables them to build 
special bodies to meet local and re-export 
requirements without heavy capital 
expenditure on production equipment. 

On a nearby stand (23) the Locomotors 
plastics-panelled dry-cleaner’s body is of 
a kind which has been employed by the 
Sketchley company for nearly 12 months 
and has withstood hard usage in an 
exemplary way. Seven of these bodies 
are in regular service and the Show 
exhibit is one of a follow-up order for 
eight vehicles. 

The decision to use plastics panelling 
was originally made because of the better 
dust-proofing that the material provided 
and to facilitate the removal of scratches, 
a small weight reduction being regarded 
as an attendant advantage. According to 
the users, the average mechanic can be 
easily trained to polish out scratches and 
to make minor repairs 

Interior panels are of imported 
Hornitex plastics material and all the 
panels are colour-impregnated. Rubber 
gaskets are fitted to both side doors and 
to the rear door as an tid to dust exclu

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sion, and a rear compartment (in which 
crates of soiled clothes are carried) serves 
the same purpose 

Strength for the heavy hanging load ‘is 
provided by deep-section light-alloy trans- 
verse members which are supported by an 
aluminium framework based on top-hat 
sections. The plastics translucent roof is 
of particular benefit when a drop is being 
made at night near street lamps. because 
of the interior illumination it affords. 

Special J-section rails give firm suppor! 
to hangers and facilitate the removal of 
a number of hangers together by a com 
bined lifting and sideways movement 
The body is mounted on a B.M.C. 3-ton 
chassis with a Baico extension of 4 ft 
6 in. and is equipped with a luxurious 
all-plastics cab and glass-fibre front wings 

The question as to whether glass-fibre 
can be successfully employed for stressed 
structural members is answered in the 
negative by Atkinson's technicians. The 
concern’s new de luxe plastics-panelled 
cab is the outcome of a policy favouring 
the use of a wooden framework with 
metal stifleners to support the plastics 
panels 

Plastics mouldings are, however, 
employed for the roof ribs, and the

Faith in all-plastics construction is 
shown by a number of exhibitors, includ 
ing Foden (Stand 82), Bowyer Brothers 
(Stand 128), Guy Motors (Stand 62) and 
Thornycroft (Stand 98). The curvaceous 
front of the Foden cab. which is fitted 
to a HGTU6/25 tractor, is a noteworthy 
example of adding strength by advanced 
styling. All these cabs, and many others 
at the Show, indicate a high regard fo 
driver comfort 

A detail of interest that may show the 
value of glass-fibre in a new light is the 
up-and-over rear door of The Daily 
Mirror van shown by Dennis (Stand 94) 
on a Dennis Fleet Special chassis. This 
comprises a sheet of material to which 
angle-section plastics cross-stiffeners are 
bonded, and it operates in guides to give 
the advantages of a _ roller shutter 
The makers are confident that repeated 
bending will not result in premature 
hardening or cracking. 

The case for plastics construction is 
also strengthened by the Dennis Paravan 
production model, which is equipped with 
glass-fibre panels in place of the light 
alloy panels fitted to the prototypes. 

Details of this vehicle are being 
examined speculatively by the users of 
light delivery vans and by other makers 
of the type with particular attention to 
the up-and-over across-the-corner door 
on the near side and the low step height. 
Also based on a Dennis chassis, the 
Sparshatt laundry vehicle (Stand 81) 1s 
equipped with a two-piece up-and-over 
door on both sides, which is hinged below 
the window section and counterbalanced 
by a helical spring. The makers empha 
size that the doors have a “ normal look * 
from the outside. 

At the 1956 Show one of the most 
outstanding trends indicated by the 
exhibits was the development of multi 
purpose bulk vehicles. This year the 
trend is perpetuated in a different way 
by the display of two demountable bulk 
cement tankers and a detachable bulk 
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(Above) Both cab doors of a 
Sparshatt laundry vehicle (Stand 
81) are of the up-and-over type. 
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(Above) The discharge system of the Bonallack demount- 
able tanker (Stand 26) feeds twin air agitators. 
The Bawn demountable grain carrier (Stand 133) is shown

grain body, and in the same direction by 
more advanced types of specialized bulk- 
powder equipment and general-purpose 
liquid tankers. 

A feature of the Neville bulk-cement 
carrier is the mounting of the mild-steel 
tank on an open flat-platform light-alloy 
body, which is based on a Bedford 7-ton 
chassis and is elevated by Edbro twin-ram 
front-of-body gear. The rated pressure 
of the container is 10 p.s.i. 

Special truncated pyramidal sockets are 
employed by Bonallack (Stand 26) for 
anchoring the Ketton light-alloy bulk- 
cement tank to a standard type of 8-cu.- 
yd. fixed-sided tipping body mounted on 
a Dodge 7-ton chassis. The Wellworthy- 
Ricardo blower is equipped with Vokes 
dry-type air filters and provides a work- 
ing pressure of 10-12 p.s.i. Twin air 
agitators are fitted at the rear to obviate 
bridging of the material across the 
discharge orifice. 

The body is lifted through an angle 
of 50° by Telehoist LKL Telelever gear. 
A ridge pole is fitted to the front of the 
body to facilitate the use of a sheet when 
the vehicle is employed for carrying 
sacked Ioads and so on. 

Evolved by Bawn to obviate the use 
of high-cost specialized bulk vehicles, a 
semi-trailer-mounted detachable _ bulk- 
grain carrier (Stand 133) has three com- 
partments and is constructed with a 
hopper base to cater for “ angle-of- 
repose ” requirements. The total capacity

of the body is 19 cu. yd. and the grain 
is discharged through manually controlled 
slides. 

One of the most interesting features of 
the display is a long auger unit, driven 
by a small petrol engine, which can be 
employed for loading the grain from 
ground level. The semi-trailer is a Tasker 
20-ft. model with Scammell coupling. 

Claims made for the Carmichael proto- 
type bulk-powder carrier exhibited at the 
1956 Show have been substantiated by its 
widespread use for many applications 
over the past two years. The latest ver- 
sion of the carrier is exhibited by the 
concern on Stand 122 and incorporates 
a number of progressive features. 

For example, the Wellworthy-Ricardo 
blower is driven at about three times 
engine speed by means of a step-up belt 
drive, combined with a speed-increasing 
auxiliary gear mounted on the front of 
the blower. A third air agitator is 
employed at the front of the container, in 
addition to two agitators at the rear, to 
dislodge sticky materials, and manually 
controlled valves enable the  air-to- 
powder ratio to be adjusted to match the 
height of discharge by reference to a 
pressure gauge, which shows an abnor- 
mally high reading if the ratio is too low. 

The 9-ton tank is lifted by an Edbro 
twin-ram front-of-body gear and it is 
mounted on a Leyland Super-Comet 
chassis. 
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Evolved for carrying a wide variety of 
oils, including petroleum spirit, fuel oil, 
jet fuels and so on, the Darham multi- 
purpose five-compartment tanker (Stand 
130) is of 4,000-gal. capacity and is 
equipped with oval discharge pipes 
equivalent to round pipes having a 
diameter of 5 in., which provide a 
saving in height of about 14 in. Gunmetal 
faucets of 24-in. diameter are available 
for the gravity discharge of petroleum 
spirit, and the manifold is arranged so 
that a Stothert and Pitt pump can be 
employed for the discharge of other 
liquids. The chassis is an A.E.C. Mam- 
moth Major. 

Providing a different emphasis on the 
importance of controlled lifting, an insu- 
lated meat body displayed by County 
Commercial Cars on Stand 111 is 
apparently conventional, but has detailed 
features which enable carcases to be 
unloaded from the roof rails of the 
vehicle to the rails of the cold store 
without manual handling. 

A Market Loader is used for multiple 
collections in the normal way, and 
during transfer of the load it is held in 
the vertical position; the receiving cups 
of the loader are mounted on sleeves 
which are moved sideways to permit the 
loading hooks to pass the cross-bar on to 
the store rail system. The body is 
mounted on a Thames Trader County 
6 x 2 conversion (described on page 390). 
Body height is exactly matched to 
unloading and reverse-loading require- 
ments. 

A tailboard gear capable of lifting 
5 cwt. of trolley-mounted equipment to 
the full height of the vehicle is a feature 
of the maximum-capacity three-floor van 
shown by Reall (Stand 77). The body 
is based on a Dyson articulated low- 
loading semi-trailer chassis and is one of 
six being supplied to Hoover's to facili- 
tate one-man unloading when deliveries 
are made to retailers. 

Constructed of light alloy, the sections 
of the upper floors can be readily removed 
to aid internal movements. Wood-filled 
steel sections are employed for the main 
framing to give adequate vertical and 
transverse support for the heavy side 
loads.

NTENSE competition between all classes of manufac- 

turer has provided the spur for the remarkable advances 

in design to be seen at this year’s Commercial Motor 
Show. Markets are hardening both at home and abroad, 
and chassis makers are becoming keenly aware of the 
need tO meet operators’ requirements and, indeed, to 
foresee future needs. 





Future trends are seen on several chassis which have 
been equipped with air suspension and even disc brakes, 
whilst more immediate needs are being met by the use 
of higher-powered engines, semi-automatic transmissions 
and specialized chassis layouts which all add up to an 
emphasis on speed—speed on the road, speed in delivery 
and speed of maintenance. 
This trend towards specialization can be found on almost 
every stand at the Show, including those of the mass-pro- 
ducers. For example, the B.M.C. group number among 
their exhibits the Austin Gipsy }-ton 4 x 4 vehicle (Stand 
61), which has been designed for high-speed cross-country

normal-control layout, the vehicle is little less manceuvrable 
than a forward-control model. The small engine can be 
used because the type of service on which the vehicle will 
be employed means that the load will be constantly 
decreasing as drops are made. 

Even more specialized is the Dennis Paravan (Stand 94), 
which was developed with the co-operation of various large 
parcels carriers. The result is that its chassis layout is 
tailored to an unorthodox body layout evolved to make the 
work of a parcels-van driver much simpler. 

Another outstanding specialist chassis is the Leyland 
Atlantean. This design has been produced to cater for 
the change in the requirements of passenger-vehicle oper- 
ators. It has a rear engine to give good accessibility and to 
keep noise, fumes and vibration as far away as possible 
from the passenger saloon, at the same time making it 
possible to have an entrance ahead of the front wheels, 
which can be seen clearly by the driver. Thus the conduc- 
tor is relieved of some of his responsibility: this is important 
in double-deckers with a capacity of 70-80 passengers, in 
which the collection of fares is a full-time job. The 
Atlantean costs no more than conventional Leyland 
forward-engined bus chassis. 

The growing trend among oilfield companies to demand 
larger and more powerful tractors and load carriers to 
handle heavy and bulky pieces of equipment has resulted 
in there being several ultra-heavy-duty vehicles at Earls 
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(Above) The Kirkstall bogie of the Seddon 

Sirdar M (Stand 93) has an air-operated

These are the Atkinson Omega (Stand 99), the 
Scammell Super Constructor (Stand 83) and the Thorny- 
croft Antar (Stand 98). Engines of more than 200 b.h.p. 
are available in all these chassis and another feature 
common to all of them is that a normal-control layout 
has been adopted. 

Not only does this give greater cab space for driver and 
crew, with a corresponding increase in comfort, but it 
also gives a far higher degree of engine accessibility than 
is possible with forward-control vehicles. Consequently, 
unit replacement and general maintenance are much 
simpler—an important consideration with vehicles working 
hundreds of miles from the nearest large depot. 

Another new tractor rated at 40 tons gross is the Seddon 
Sirdar M (Stand 93), powered by a Cummins oil engine. 
This, too, is a normal-control design. 

The backbone of British long-distance haulage continues 
to be the rigid eight-wheeler, although the use of articu- 
lated eight-wheelers is gradually increasing. Eight-wheeler 
design, which for many years remained static, received a 
sudden boost some three years ago when the Thornycroft 
Trusty PK (Stand 98) was introduced, this having a 
130 b.h.p. oil engine, eight-wheel brakes and a roomy cab 
as standard. Up to that time most British eight-wheelers 
had engines of 125 b.h.p. or less, and eight-wheel brakes 
were considered a Juxury.

This year, however, there are few eight-wheelers at the 
Show which do not have brakes at each wheel, and 
150 b.h.p. power units are installed in many of them 
Concurrently, cab design has been improved beyond all 
recognition, the present ultimate being that fitted to the 
Guy heavy-duty vehicles (Stand 62) 

The eight-wheeled exhibit which best reflects this general 
trend is the Foden KE6/24 (Stand 82). This is a light- 
weight design permitting a payload of about 17} tons 
Low weight has not been achieved by skimping, for the 
chassis specification includes eight-wheel brakes, the latest 
version of the Foden six-cylindered two-stroke engine 
which develops 150 b.h.p., and a 12-in.-deep chassis frame 
The Albion Caledonian (Stand 59) is a further lightweight 
design, having a 125 b.h.p. engine and eight-wheel brakes 

Another lightweight eight-wheeler with a_ different 
approach is the Guy Warrior (Stand 62). This is virtually 
an eight-wheeled version of the Warrior 12-ton-gross four 
wheeler with second and fourth axles added to an extended 
frame This Warrior chassis has the A.E.C. AV470 
112 b.h.p. oil engine, a five-speed synchromesh gearbox, 
and two-speed axle to compensate for the relatively low 
engine power. Brakes are provided on six wheels only 
and the chassis frame has a maximum depth of only 9 in. 

So much weight has been saved that a full 18-ton pay 
load can be carried. It makes a sharp contrast to the 
Guy Invincible eight-wheelers on the same stand, which 
are available with engines of 150 b.h.p. upwards, eight 
wheel brakes and 12-in. chassis frames, and are thus more 
suited to full-time high-speed operation on the motorways 
which it is promised will soon span Britain. Another new

eight-wheeler is the Seddon DD8 (Stand 93), available with 
engines of up to 168 b.h.p. and having eight-wheel brakes as 
standard 

This year has seen a spate of new 14-ton-gross four- 
wheelers, including the Albion Clydesdale (Stand $59), the 
Leyland Super-Comet (Stand 75), Seddon Mark 15/10 with 
Leyland 110 b.h.p. engine (Stand 93) and the Thornycroft 
Mastiff (Stand 98) 

It has been apparent for some time that many operators 
have been buying relatively inexpensive 7-tonners and running 
them, severely overladen, with payloads of up to 10 tons 
These four new vehicles are indicative of the desire of the 
heavy-vehicle manufacturers to try to stop this poaching on 
their preserves, and they, offer high engine power, good 
braking and robust frames with the object of providing fast 
and reliable transport, with an overall economy of operation, 
for payloads of 9-10 tons. 

Manufacturers of medium-weight vehicles are still likely to 
get the lion’s share of this market, however, particularly in 
view of the large number of third-axle conversions being 
incorporated on 7-ton chassis to raise the permissible payload 
to anything up to 12 tons without exceeding legal axle-weight 
restrictions. 

Whereas a few years ago such conversions were not viewed 
with favour, the position has changed somewhat. Extra 
strength is now being built into 7-ton. chassis, which makes 
them more able to cope with payloads above those for which 
they are officially recommended as four-wheelers. 
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New 7-tonners coming into this category which have been 
introduced since the 1956 Show are exhibited by Albion 
(Stand 59), Dodge (Stand 97) and Ford (Stand 92). Commer 
have entered a new field with the introduction last month 
of 4-, 5- and 6-ton forward-control chassis (Stand 73) powered 
by Perkins oil engines mounted beneath the cab seats. 

Solid progress in the heavier field is evidenced by the A.E.C. 
group and E.R.F., Ltd. The A.E.C. (Stand 85) and Maudslay 
(Stand 84) goods-vehicle exhibits show few obvious design 
changes, but closer inspection reveals that two new oil engines, 
the AV 590 and 690, are offered in these heavy chassis. These 
units have a similar design to the smaller AV410 and 470 
engines used in passenger vehicles and the Mercury 12-14-ton- 
gross chassis, whilst other modifications to frame and 
suspension have been introduced to further longevity under 
arduous operating conditions. 

Similarly, E.R.F. (Stand 60) have changed the chassis frames 
of their eight-wheelers to give extra support for tail-end loads 
and have adopted a new type of lightweight air-braking system. 
As with other manufacturers, engines of 150 b.h.p. or more 
are offered. E.R.F. have also joined such concerns as Atkinson, 
Foden and Scammell in the manufacture of dumpers, the 54G 
dumper exhibited being unique in having Girling disc brakes 
at the front wheels. 


Semi-forward-control Six-wheelers 


Another important E.R.F. innovation has been the intro- 
duction of a range of semi-forward-control six-wheeled chassis. 
This layout has been adopted primarily with the object of 
reducing the front-axle loading, so that steering effort is lower 
and the same size of tyre can be used on front and rear axles. 
It also has the advantage that less of the engine obtrudes upon 
cab space, so that seating can be provided for a driver and 
two mates. 

Great as the interest is among medium and heavy exhibits, 
manufacturers of lighter vehicles have not stood still, and a 
new entrant into this field is Jensen (Stand 57). They are 
now manufacturing under licence the German Tempo 25-cwt. 
range of chassis which, because of their front-wheel drive, 
have low frames that make them ideally suited to goods- 
delivery and passenger bodies. 

A further advantage of these chassis is that the engines are 
set back so that they lie partly beneath the cab seat, thus 
making for easy access to the driving seat from each side. 
Independent suspension is used at all wheels, giving good 
road-holding. These new vehicles should prove as popular in 
Britain as they have done over the past few years in their 
native country. 

Another new delivery vehicle is the Standard Atlas van 
(Stand 70), the first true commercial vehicle to be produced 
by this company, the previous vans having been derived from 
private cars. The Atlas, like other vans of this type (Austin, 
Morris and Thames), has the engine set back so that it lies 
between the cab seats. Thus the driver can reach his seat from 
the kerbside. Technically, the van is interesting because of 
its front-end layout. 


Front Sub-frame Layout 


The engine and gearbox are carried on a sub-frame which 
can be removed reasonably easily from the rest of the vehicle 
and drawn out on the front wheels. The independent front 
suspension also is of interest. A transverse leaf spring is 
employed, the arrangement being similar to that to be found 
on some racing cars. The front track is narrow, which improves 
the steering lock. The Atlas has a smaller engine than is 
usual in British vans of this capacity, so fuel economy should 
be good. 

Slightly heavier is the new Trojan forward-control 25-cwt. 
van, the body styling of which is smooth and pleasant. The 
vehicle is powered by the new Perkins Four 99 oil engine and 
independent front suspension is incorporated, the system con- 
sisting of quarter-elliptic springs and trailing links. 

Of the chassis incorporating more advanced designs, the two 
most interesting are undoubtedly the Guy underfloor-engined 
passenger chassis (Stand 62) and the Foden FETU6/25 tractor 
(demonstration park), both of which incorporate air suspension 
and disc brakes. The Guy passenger chassis has an automatic 
gearbox also and the complete vehicle weighs 1} cwt. less 
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The new Trojan 25-cwt. forward-control van (Stand 71) has 


pleasantly smooth lines. It is powered by a Perkins Four 99 
42.3 b.h.p. oil engine, with a four-speed constant-mesh gearbox. 


than its leaf-sprung equivalent—the Victory. Air suspension 
is featured also on the A.E.C. Reliance and Bridgemaster buses. 

There are, however, several other vehicles with air suspen- 
sion, there being all the signs of a last-minute rush by manu- 
facturers to show experimental prototypes equipped in this 
way. Most of these are to be found in the demonstration 
park, including Atkinson, Maudslay and Thornycroft four- 
wheelers. Leyland, who have announced that they are offer- 
ing supplementary air springs for the front suspension of their 
Atlantean chassis, have developed an air-suspension layout, 
in conjunction with Dunlop, for the M.C.W. Olympic integral 
bus (Stand 36). 


Growth of Air Suspension 


It is encouraging to see so much air suspension at Earls 
Court this year, particularly in view of the large number of 
vehicles of this kind shown by German manufacturers at 
Frankfurt last year. This indicates to prospective overseas 
customers that anything the Germans can do, Britain can 
do also. 

A surprisingly large number of power units of varying sizes 
has been introduced since the 1956 Commercial Motor Show. 
These range from the Perkins Four 99 42.3 b.h.p. four-cylindered 
unit (Stand 442) to the Gardner 6LX 150 b.h.p. unit (Stand 
298). The Perkins engine, in common with another relatively 
new small unit—the Rover 2-litre 52 b.h.p. engine (Stand 58)— 
has a C.A.V. distributor-type fuel-injection pump, also used 
on the Perkins C.305 engine developed for the new Commer 
forward-control models in six-cylinder form. 

Recently introduced engines for 5-ton and 7-ton chassis 
include the Bedford and Thames six-cylindered units developing 
89 b.h.p. (net) and 100 b.h.p. (net) respectively. Smaller than 
either of these, but developing 150 b.h.p., is the Foden FD6 
Mark III engine, which has a specific output of about 
37.5 b.h.p. per litre. 

The new Gardner engine—the 6LX—is a 10.45-litre model 
similar in general pattern to the LW series which has been 
in production for 20 years or more. Although it is no larger 
externally than the 6LW it has a greater cubic capacity, which 
has enabled the output to be raised to 150 b.h.p., but the 
governed speed (1,700 r.p.m.) is no higher. This has proved 
to be a disappointment to some manufacturers and operators, 
as it means that to cope with higher road speeds five- and 
six-speed gearboxes are essential if an adequate hill-climbing 
performance is to be obtained. The high torque and low specific 
fuel consumption of the 6LX are noteworthy. 

The Foden engine, however, has had its governed speed 
raised to 2,400 r.p.m. and the use of a heat exchanger and 
thin-wall crankshaft bearings has made it possible to run this

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engine at consistently high operating temperatures with corre- 
sponding improvement in general efficiency. It is specified 
in the lightweight eight-wheeler with a simple four-speed 
transmission, whereas the previous eight-wheeler with the 
120 b.h.p. Mark IL engine really needed a 12-speed gearbox 
to get the best performance out of the unit to meet a variety 
of operating conditions. 

The use of turbochargers is gradually growing. This is an 
obvious way to get a higher output from an engine without 
noticeably increasing its size or weight. Turbocharged engines 
have been produced by Thornycroft for several years and 
Daimler are now offering one of their oil engines with a 
B.S.A. turbocharger for bus use 


Turbocharging for Power and Economy 


Many operators also are turning to turbocharging to increase 
the outputs of standard engines. An example of this trend 
is seen on the Plaxton stand (48), where there is an A.E.C. 
Reliance luxury coach for Sheffield United Tours, equipped 
with an Eberspacher turbocharger which raises the output of 
the engine from 125 b.h.p. to 140 b.h.p. at 1,200 rpm. The 
maximum power could obviously be increased still further, but 
this modest uprating will ensure improved fuel economy, as 
with the Daimler application 

There are several examples of detail improvements to 
existing power units and their accessories. One of the most 
prominent of these is the adoption of paper-element air 
cleaners by several manufacturers, including one used by 
Fodens which has a whistle incorporated in the release valve 
to give audible warning when the filter becomes clogged. 
Paper-element filters confer advantages in respect of com- 
pactness and light weight when compared with the oil-bath 
type, and they are easier to mount, as it is not necessary to 
install them vertically to ensure that no oil can spill out. 

Running temperatures have also been receiving consideration 
and two manufacturers—Foden and Perkins—have adopted wax 
type thermostats in some of their engines. These devices have 
been shown to be more predictable in their opening tempera 
tures than the bellows type more commonly employed. 

Further aids to engine efficiency are to be seen on accessory 
manufacturers’ stands. The Smiths magnetic fan drive is notable 
(Stand 2510). This ensures that the engine is not losing power 
to the fan when it is operating at low temperatures, the drive 
to the fan being made only when an optimum operating temper 
ature has been exceeded. Similar results are given by the Serck- 
Behr hydrostatic fan drive, which is to be seen on the B.U.1 
stand (88) on an Albion-Leyland 0.900 railcar engine. This is 
somewhat complicated, however, and would be difficult to install 
in a road vehicle. 

British operators become attached to a certain make of power 
unit and this often governs their choice of chassis. With this 
in mind severa] manufacturers, notably Foden, Guy and 
Seddon, are now offering a wide variety of makes of engine 
in some of their chassis. There is also a distinct trend among 
certain other chassis makers towards using power uniis made by 
other vehicle manufacturers, rather than proprietary units. 
High-powered engines are gaining in popularity at last, and 
these will be even more necessary to cope with the high speeds 
illowable on the new motor roads 


Semi-automatic Gearboxes Popular 

One of the most noticeable features in transmissions has 
been the rapid growth in the adoption of semi-automatic gea! 
boxes. It is encouraging to note that the box that has been most 
widely employed by British chassis manufacturers is based on 
the British Self-Changing Gears design, although some well- 
established American gearboxes are being made over here 

The use of a semi-automatic gearbox in a passenger vehicle, 
particularly one engaged on stage-carriage work, is common 
sense, but it is only recently that such types of transmission 
have been applied to goods vehicles. Atkinson have been 
imong the pioneers in this direction and they are exhibiting 
an eight-wheeler with a semi-automatic gearbox, in addition 
to the Omega oilfields tractor which has an eight-speed semi- 
automatic unit 

This same basic ecight-speed gearbox is a feature also of 
the Scammell Super Constructor, but whereas in its standard 
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form it has electro-pneumatic actuation, for the Scammell 
application the chassis makers have developed an all-pneumatic 
control system. It is not difficult to appreciate what a 
difference the use of such a gearbox makes to an outfit running 
at some 150 tons gross train weight, particularly over soft 
ground and sand. 

The fully automatic versions of the Self-Changing Gears 
gearboxes are also gaining in popularity, primarily in the 
passenger-vehicle field. Not only do Leyland, A.E.C. and 
Atkinson offer automatic versions, but both Daimler and Guy 
have developed their own fully automatic versions of the boxes 
that they make under licence and examples of these are to be 
seen on their respective stands. So simple to drive are buses 
with automatic transmissions that my secretary, who had never 
even been in the cab of a double-decker before, drove a 
Daimler bus confidently, making expertly smooth gear changes 
without difficulty. 

In view of the relatively rapid progress that has been made 
with this type of gearbox during the past few years it is not 
surprising that the change-over from the constant-mesh gear- 
box formerly in vogue has tended to by-pass synchromesh 
transmission. Most of the medium-capacity chassis makers. 
with the exception of B.M.C., are able to offer synchromesh 
gearboxes. In many cases these are standard fittings, but 
among the heavier groups of chassis the constant-mesh box 
still reigns supreme. 

Synchromesh transmissions capable of delivering the torque 
needed for such vehicles would naturally carry a price penalty, 
and in many instances gear-changing demands more hard work 
of the driver because of the need to overcome the action of 
the synchromesh cones. In this respect, however, the current 
David Brown series of synchromesh gearboxes is an exception 
its action being very light. For really heavy gearboxes Claytor 
Dewandre offer an air-pressure change system, a commor 
feature on Continental chassis 


Greater Torque Capacities 

The higher power outputs of the larger engines now being 
offered in heavy chassis have made it necessary for certain 
gearbox manufacturers to uprate torque capacities. Other 
manufacturers—for example, David Brown and Moss—are 
offering 10-speed gearboxes for use in ultra-heavy-duty 
machines where there is a need for both high speed and good 
hill-climbing ability. 

Among small vans it is common to find synchromesh gear- 
boxes, because such designs normally incorporate private-car 
components, but there is a fully automatic gearbox—the Hobbs 
Mecha-matic—-which has been specially developed for use in 
light vehicles, the system also being applicable to medium and 
heavy goods vehicles. This unit has an advantage over certain 
American types in that transmission efficiency is relatively 
high and there is little penalty to pay in respect of fuel costs. 

Changes in rear-axle design are also evident. One of the 
most noteworthy departures from normal practice has been 
the adoption of a double-reduction axle on Albion and Leyland 
7-ton and 9-ton vehicles, this unit having epicyclic hub-reduction 
gearing. Another significant move by Leyland Motors is the

use of thrust pads to support the worm wheels of their current 
worm-driven axles. 

This relatively simple departure from normal practice has 
already been shown to lengthen the life of the worm axle so that 
it approaches that of a spiral bevel unit, but allows much higher 
torque to be put through. Thus, some of the inherent dis- 
advantages of worm axles are overcome jn one fell swoop, and 
this could well mean a new lease of life for them. 

One of the Leyland exhibits—a Buffalo six-wheeled tracto: 
(Stand 103)—has an air-operated lockable third differential 
The Kirkstall lockable third differential (Stand 439Q—R) also 
incorporates air operation. A possible disadvantage of a lock- 
able third differential is that it can be left locked while the 
vehicle is running on the road and some manufacturers claim 
that tyre wear is increased unless the third differential is in 
Operation between the two driving axles of a multi-wheeled 
vehicle 

A few manufacturers, however, hold that a third differential 
does little to lengthen tyre life and a compromise is to be 
seen on the Guy Invincible multi-wheelers. The double-drive 
versions are offered with a ZF limited-slip third differential 
which allows slight slip on the road so as theoretically to 
iengthen tyre life, but locks up when any of the four wheels 
starts to skid, as can occur on ice, snow or mud. 

Other rear-axle trends include the adoption of an Allard 
De Dion-type rear axle (Stand 396M) for use on certain 
3.M.C. chassis, this having originally been developed at the 
eequest of London County Council for their ambulances. This

De Dior layout has the advantage of allowing the body floor 
line to be kept low, as there is no need to give bump clearance 
above the fixed differential pot. 

Another type of transmission with a fixed differential is 
found on the Austin Gipsy, this chassis having independent 
suspension on all wheels with open drive shafts from the 
differential to each wheel. The use of such a layout is in 
direct contrast to that practised on the Land-Rover by the 
Rover Co., Lid. (Stand 58), who, for the past 10 years, have 
adhered to rigid axles at front and rear in the interests of 
simplicity. 

Suspension is one of the keynotes of this year’s Show, 
primarily because of the widespread use of air springs, which 
are to be seen on no fewer than 15 stands (including trailers), 
with several more vehicles and trailers in the demonstration 
park. Over the past two years The Commercial Motor has 
repeatedly stressed the advantages to be derived from air 
suspension: indeed, in the 1956 Show review I commented 
on the appearance of a Silentbloc-André air pillow exhibited 
among the accessories and said that the progress of this unit 
would be watched with interest. 

The development of this and other types of air suspension 
has spread rapidly since then, and so far the most widely used 
system has been a British design—the Dunlop Pneuride 
which owes no allegiance to any American design, either 
imported or made in this country. 

There are many different views on the best use of air suspen- 
sion, which is made obvious by the wide variety of installations 
to be seen at Earls Court. Some manufacturers, such as 
Atkinson and A.E.C., favour the simplest possible layout so 
as not to discourage potential customers who might otherwise 
be afraid of added complexity. Other makers, notably Guy, 
have gone all out to design special chassis and suspension 
systems to take full advantage of every possible aspect of air 
suspension, and the independent front suspension of the Guy 
underfloor-engined passenger chassis is a good example of this 
determination. 
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Ihe main difficulty with air suspension is, of course, that, 
unlike a leaf spring, the air bag can do nothing to locate the 
axle and absorb driving and braking torque reactions. This 
means that radius arms and Panhard rods must be employed 
unless, as in the case of the Foden tractor, the Leyland-M.C.W. 
Olympic and the Thornycroft Mastiff, a light leaf spring is 
employed at the front axle to provide the necessary location 
and at the same time support the unladen chassis 

With the exception of the A.E.C. installations, which are 
offered on production vehicles, all the air-suspension layouts 
on powered chassis are of a purely experimental nature and 
it will be interesting to see which system becomes the most 
widely adopted in the course of the next two years 

Air is not the only suspension medium which is offered in 
opposition to metallic springs and there are several examples 
of rubber suspension on show. The Spencer Moulton Flexitor 
torsional rubber suspension, as used on the Austin Gipsy, ts 
a satisfactory form for light vehicles, except that with a trailing- 
arm installation on the front wheels there is a serious change 
in castor angle which can effect steering. 

For heavier vehicles, however, the Hendrickson rubber

Axles, Ltd... offers wide possibilities for rear bogies. It is

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is little variation between the laden and unladen heights of 
vehicles so equipped. 

So far as front suspension is concerned, with the exception 
of the Guy passenger chassis, the A.E.C. Bridgemaster and 
the L.T.E. Routemaster, independent front suspension has not 
been adopted by heavy-vehicle manufacturers, Indeed, Leyland 
have reverted to a solid beam axle at the front of their 
Atlantean chassis in preference to the torsion-bar independent 
suspension exhibited two years ago on the integral version 
of this vehicle. 

The pros and cons of independent front suspension for a 
heavy vehicle are numerous and at times a peculiar problem 
has been found with double-deck buses, which have a high 
centre of gravity and tend to roll more than conventional goods 
vehicles. This roll can cause fluctuations in the steering 
characteristics under extreme conditions, which could make 
the vehicles difficult to handle, although such instances would 
occur only in flat country in high winds. 

On light vans and pick-ups which have been derived from 
private cars independent suspension is general, and usually 
takes the form of coil springs and wishbones, although in 
the case of the Standard Adas van a transverse leaf spring 
is employed. This is held centrally at two points, so that

a high degree of roll stability, which compensates for the 
narrow front track adopted to give a good turning circle 
Multi-rate semi-elliptic springs are occasionally employed 
on goods and passenger vehicles in an endeavour to give 
smooth suspension under a variety of load conditions, but 
these can hardly offer the fully progressive characteristics of 
an air spring. One unusual approach to this subject, however, 
is the Cary Laminaire suspension (Stand 370H-M), which 
consists essentially of a conventional semi-elliptic spring, the 
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rear end of which slides against a second leaf spring canti- 
levered from the chassis frame. Increasing load causes the 
springs to act together, thus progressively increasing the 
effective rate. 

The most recent development with regard to braking is the 
use of disc brakes, which are to be seen on the E.R.F. dumper, 
the Guy underfloor-engined passenger chassis and the prototype 
Foden tractor, in addition to having been fitted to two Dyson 
trailers. Disc brakes have so far not been developed with the 
object of increasing maximum retardation, but rather to give 
good anti-fade characteristics and reduce the need for frequent 
adjustment, with the added advantage that replacement of the 
friction material is greatly simplified. 

With the exception of one of the Dyson applications, disc 
brakes so far have been built to be used only with a hydraulic 
system and, because of the high line pressures involved, an air 
servo is usually incorporated. In the case of the E.R.F. dumper 
the discs on the front axle are operated through an air-hydraulic 
system; for the rear axle, which has conventional cam brakes, 
straight air-pressure application is employed, the two systems 
being jointly controlled by a combined air servo and valve unit. 

Of more immediate interest than the disc brake developments 
is the widespread use of eight-wheeled brakes on eight-wheelers 
and the increasing adoption of full air-pressure systems. On 
vehicles of up to 14 tons gross, however, it is becoming common 
to find a Hydrovac servo operating a hydraulic system, the 
Hydrovac working on the suspended-vacuum principle which 
gives more rapid actuation of the brakes than the upright 
vacuum type of servo formerly employed. Doubled-up Hydro- 
vacs can afford braking power at least as great as that given by 
an air-pressure system and many Atkinson eight-wheelers are 
sold with tandem Atlas Hydrovacs. 

In fact, some Hydrovacs give so much power that sometimes 
application of the pedal in an emergency stop tends to cause 
the wheels to lock, with a corresponding increase in the overall 
stopping distance. One effective method of preventing wheel

locking (and loss of control under slippery conditions) is the 
Dunlop Maxaret device, but this has to be used with a constant- 
flow hydraulic system, which could cause complications in 
certain vehicles. For petrol-engined vehicles the Dunlop 
engineers have developed a simple hydraulic pump working off 
the induction manifold and an effective power valve with 
built-in safety device to cater for loss of pressure. 

An advantage of the Hydrovat vacuum servo, in addition 
to its improved performance, is that it is easy to install. As 
an alternative to it, however, the air-pressure version, known 
as the Airpak, is now being manufactured in this country by 
Clayton Dewandre. The Airpak has been used for several 
years on American and Continental vehicles and although it 
offers the same power as a full air-pressure system, it consumes 
less air, thus a smaller compressor can be installed. 

So far as hand brakes are concerned, the hand-brake lever 
invariably actuates the rear brake shoes. In the case of the 
Guy Invincible models operation is quickened and assisted 
by a small air-pressure servo controlled electrically with opera- 
tion of the hand-brake lever. There is, however, a trend 
towards transmission hand brakes, but these must be mounted 
on the axle to give greater safety as an emergency brake. Discs 
are sometimes used for this purpose, but cannot be installed 
behind an underslung-worm axle, because they reduce ground 
clearance, which is why the Guy disc-braked chassis has a drum 
transmission brake. 


Frames or Chassisless? 


With regard to chassis frames, there seems to be a definite 
move away from the trend to adopt integral construction. 
There are fewer examples of such vehicles at Earls Court this 
year than there were two years ago, except in the case of the 
light delivery vans. That weight can still be saved on chassis 
frames is evidenced by Foden’s K-type ecight-wheeler and even 
by the extremely light frame on the Guy Warrior eight-wheeler. 
One of the possible disadvantages of an integrally constructed 
design—body limitations—is shown by the fact that the latest 
Leyland Atlantean has a separate chassis frame. 

The use of a separate frame on delivery vans is viewed by 
some people as an advantage because it gives operators a 
choice of body types, but the B.M.C. 15-cwt. vehicles are 
integral and many different types of body can be built on 
the rigid floor structure. 

The most striking development in tyres is the growing 
popularity of the Michelin X, which has been shown to offe1 
distinct advantages in road-holding, fuel economy, braking 
efficiency and life. The adoption of tubeless tyres has been 
slow, although they have proved successful in America. par- 
ticularly in the larger sizes. The Atkinson Omega exhibited 
is fitted with 21.00-25-in. (20-ply) tubeless tyres but there are 
few other chassis with tubeless equipment. 

A significant development has been the successful construc- 
tion of high-speed tyres to fit 16-in.-diameter wheels. as used 
on the new Bedford forward-control vehicles of up to 4-ton 
capacity, Formerly, small tyres were restricted to relatively 
low speeds, but these new tyres carry no speed penalties.

trailer and semi-trailer chassis frames and 
running gear had, until about 12 months 
ago, almost stood still for 20 years. 
During this period there had, of course, 
been a multitude of detail modifications, 
but the basic two- or four-leaf-spring 
bogie had reigned supreme. 

Now radical changes are occurring in 
the trailer industry, mainly because of the 
rapid acceptance of air suspension since 
the component parts for this equipment 
became readily available in this country. 

The new method of suspension has

several advantages to 
offer to trailer manu- 
facturers. Probably 
the most important of 
these is that because 
of its constant- 
periodicity charac- 
terislics, an air-sprung 
trailer is equally well 


suspended whether 
laden or unladen. 
Thus, the air-sprung 


trailer will not tend to 
jar itself to destruction when towed at 
high speed unladen. 

Even though the tandem-axle air- 
suspended bogies offered at the moment 
may add £200 or more to the cost of a 
15-ton semi-trailer, it is money well spent 
if maintenance of both the bodywork and 
running gear is reduced. When the body 
is a £3,000 tank the additional cost is 
negligible if the tank life is doubled, as 
some authorities suggest. 

For both vehicles and their trailers the 
cry is for increased payloads and with 
present legislation in this country this 
can be achieved only by a reduction in 
unladen weight. Up to 10 cwt. can be 
saved on a tandem-axle bogie when four 
leaf springs are replaced by two air 
pillows, this being a further justification 
for the increased initial cost of air 
springing. 

Dyson were the first to offer an air- 
sprung semi-trailer in this country last 
year. Since that time they have sold 
more than 50- vehicles incorporating their 
Aeroride suspension. This simple tandem- 
axle layout employing two 66-in.-long air 
pillows mounted above surge tanks to 
which the axles are clamped is shown 
as part of a 15-17-ton platform semi- 
trailer on stand 103. 

Another pioneer development on 
this model is the use of Girling single- 
calliper disc brakes on all wheels. The

Whereas Dyson. Eagle and York each 
use a single two-convolution air pillow at 
each side of the bogie in a similar layout, 
Carrimore Six-Wheelers, Ltd. employ four

need for a surge tank, because air can 
pass freely between the two pillows on 
each side as the axles move relatively to 
each other. Axle location is by eight 
leading-and-trailing radius arms and two 
Panhard rods, all these linkages being

The two metal-gaitered canister-type air 
springs are outrigged behind the wheels 
on a cross-member at the rear of the 
A-frame and abut at their upper ends on 
a top-hat-section cross-member. Two 
telescopic shock absorbers and two 
height-control and levelling valves are 
fitted on each side of the axle. 
Rubber-bushed linkages are now almost 
standard practice for trailer design, hav- 
ing an obvious advantage in reducing 
maintenance. Thus, the 16-18-ton semi- 
trailer chassis shown by Hands with all-

rubber suspension is of great interest. 
The tandem-axle bogie is a Hendrick- 
son design and employs four rubber 
cushions as the suspension medium. 

Two walking beams are used, the 
ends of them being pivoted on the 
bottom of the axles. Leading-and- 
trailing radius arms run from a 
central chassis cross-member to 
brackets on top of each axle. The 
bogie is said to have fine riding 
characteristics and allows good 
articulation. It probably requires 
even less maintenance than air-suspension 
designs and has the advantage of being 
self-contained and not dependent on a 
separate unit for an air supply. 

Unique at present in this country is the 
1S-ton side-by-side twin-axled — semi- 
trailer with air suspension on Stand 104— 
Taskers of Andover (1932), Ltd. Each of 
the axles is carried on a trailing tubular 
beam which is extended rearwards to 
carry canister-type air springs and twin 
telescopic shock absorbers. Each beam 
is located at its forward end by a T-piece 
mounted in rubber-bushed brackets. 

This trailer is interesting also in being 
the only one in the Show fitted with the 
Bendix-Westinghouse _ electro-pneumatic 
tractor-trailer braking system. This 
apparatus reduces delay in applying the 
semi-trailer brakes, and allows a greater 
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degree of braking synchronization 
between the two units of the outfit than 
has hitherto been possible. 

Yet another novelty in Taskers’ display 
is their P.V. rear-steering semi-trailer 
This also has twin side-by-side axles, the 
supports for each axle being mounted 
on a ball-bearing turntable with a track 
rod connecting the two turntables. A 
spring-loaded wedge fitted to the upper 
half of the fifth-wheel coupling engages 
with the V-shaped slot in the fifth wheel 
itself and is turned by angular changes 
between the tractor and semic-trailer. 

Movement of the wedge is transferred

Articulated buses are uncommon and 
such vehicles with air suspension are 
even rarer. Thus the 60-seat articulated 
bus shown in the demonstration park by 
the British Trailer Co., Ltd., is of great 
interest. 

The single axle of the semi-trailer is 
carried on trailing radius arms which are 
extended rearwards and joined behind 
the wheels by a cross-member on which 
two triple-convolution air bellows are 
mounted. A delay-type levelling valve is 
fitted beside each bellows and two 
telescopic shock absorbers are used. 

On Stand 112 the British Trailer Co. 
show a typical trailer axle fitted with 
Dunlop disc brakes. 

A revival of interest in automatic inter- 
changeable couplings appears to be 
taking place. All the larger manufac- 
turers of this type of equipment are 
showing recently introduced modified 
versions of their gear.

Bodybuilders Help Passenger Operators 
to Cut Costs: Light Metals and Plastics 
Widely Used: 12-seaters in Great Variety 


EW operators in the passenger 
transport field will pretend that 
their financial situations during 
the past year or two have been any- 
thing but harassing. It is an inescap- 
able fact that a large number of routes 
is run at a loss. The reasons have 
been stated frequently enough. They 
are described variously as a falling-off 
in passenger traffic because of the con- 
venience of personal transport, the 
home-loving instincts of the television 
owner and the continued upward trend 
of fares. 
Basically, therefore, many services 
do not pay because passengers do not

use them. How, then, to win back the 
passengers who have been lost and how 
to attract a much wider public, whose 
patronage would make all the differ- 
ence between profit and loss? 

The answer advanced by the coach- 
builders lies in the production of 
lighter, and thus more economical, 
vehicles, together with standards of 
comfort comparable with those of the 
private car. Thus, it should be possible 
to reduce the losses which are inevit- 
able on some routes and, at the same 
time, to attract passengers whose ideas 
of comfortable travel are measured by 
their personal transport. 

Throughout the coachwork section at 
Earls Court, the emphasis is on light- 
weight bodies on lightweight chassis. 
The use of readily available light 
metals and plastics materials has 
become general. In a few cases, 
integral construction, in which body 
and frame form a unit, has been 
adopted. 

The A.E.C.-Park Royal Routemaster 
64-seat double-decker for London 
Transport on stand 89 is one example 
of chassisless construction. Several 
plastics panels are incorporated, not- 
ably bonnet top, seat squabs and 
emergency-exit frame, the remainder 
being in aluminium alloy. This method 
of manufacture has reduced the 
unladen weight to 7} tons, and the 
weight per passenger seat to as little 
as 245 Ib. 

From the same manufacturers, the 
76-seat Bridgemaster (Stand 85) is 
similarly constructed and _ despite 
increased passenger capacity, ‘the 
weight per seat is only 234 lb. The

A rear-facing bench seat is installed 
against the lower saloon front bulk- 
head and a large luggage shelf is 
mounted over each rear wheel-arch, 
partially screened, perhaps, by single 
seats in the gangway. Upholstery is, 
in general, green in the lower saloon 
and red in the upper. 

By contrast, the largest double- 
deckers in the Show, the Leyland 
Atlanteans, exhibited in normal-height 
and low-weight forms by Leyland 
(Stand 75), Weymann (Stand 45), 
Metropolitan-Cammell (Stand 46) and 
Alexander (Stand 51) are now pro- 
duced with a robust chassis. 


The New Atlanteans 


The 78-seat normal-height (14-ft. 
4-in.) version shown by M.C.W. for 
Wallasey Corporation is framed in 
light-steel and light-alloy members, 
and panelled in aluminium. Front and 
rear domes are of Fibreglass and 
much use is made of aluminium 
chequer plate for interior panels. The 
range is characterized by a wide front 
entrance and a staircase spiralling 
right-handed behind the cab. 

Weymann’s low-height model is 
12 in. lower than the 78-seater and 
has a capacity of 73. Of necessity 
the seating arrangement is slightly 
different; in the upper saloon, for 
example, the four five-seat benches at 
the rear are offset to allow a working 
gangway to be left on the near side. 
The seat squabs are divided and are 
slightly staggered to permit easier 
access. 


Low Weight per Seat 


Alexander's 78-seat version is shown 
in the colours of Glasgow Transport 
Department. The unladen weight is 
8 tons 16 cwt. and the weight per 
passenger seat is 252 lb. 

Composite construction, of teak and 
aluminium alloy, is used by Roe for 
their 7l-seat double-deck body on a 
Leyland chassis for Leeds Transport 
Department (Stand 90). Weight is 
further saved by employing laminated 
plastics for the two staircase passing 
platforms and the rear platform. 

Typical of most bus seating at Earls 
Court, the benches are of Deans 
tubular construction and are shaped 
to give the individual effect. The seat 
back squabs have Fibreglass panels 
and are provided with match-strikers. 

On Stand 62, Guy Motors display 
a Burlingham front entrance 68-seat 
double-decker which incorporates a 
number of unusual and attractive 
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features. The wide entrance door 
is a single-panel sliding type, air- 
pressure-operated by the driver. The 
staircase behind the driver is a right- 
hand spiral and luggage racks are 
located over the rear wheel-boxes. 
The window surrounds are in Formica 
and there are six Roevac extractors 
in each saloon. 

Northern Counties (Stand 47) are 
showing a Dennis Loline 67-seater for 
Middlesbrough Corporation. This is 
a rear-entrance model which avoids 
the conventional step up into the 
lower saloon. The rearmost seats of 
the lower deck are mounted on a 
shallow platform and adequate circu- 
lating space is provided at both top 
and bottom of the staircase. 

A Daimler 69-seater, also exhibited 
by Northern Counties, is notable for 
its 3-ft. 8-in.-wide entrance door, 
located just behind the front axle. 
































The doors 


are double-folding and 
sliding and are controlled electrically 


by the driver. The bulkheads are 
finished in Formica and there is a 
Fibreglass panel over the central 
gangway in the upper saloon. 

The wide and unobstructed front 
entrance to the Willowbrook Dennis 
Loline 70-seater on Stand 38 is an 
interesting feature. The staircase 
design has succeeded in straightening 
out the more usual spiral and leads 
left-handed to the front of the upper 
saloon, above the cab. Gangways 
above and below stairs are wide and 
unobstructed. 

Throughout the range of service 
buses to be seen at Earls Court, few 
revolutionary coachwork features are 
to be noted. It is, however, in the 
skilful use of materials that appre- 
ciable weight-saving and an appear- 
ance closer to that of the luxury coach 
have been achieved. 

Tubular seating, in conjunction with 
foam-rubber cushioning, has resulted 
in less bulky benches to create more 
knee-room. A wide range of plastics 
materials has been employed as taste- 
ful embellishment of interior panels. 
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Hard-wearing and attractive 
upholstery is generally used with 
colourful and cheerful effect. Alu- 
minium-alloy chequer plate is widely 
favoured for kick panels, stair risers 
and luggage compartments. Today's 
bus is certainly more comfortable and 
more economic than any of its 
predecessors. 

In the coach field, the accent is on 
a degree of luxury which is scarcely 
to be enjoyed in any but the most 
expensive private cars. Many of the 
vehicles on show at Earls Court are, 
admittedly, primarily intended for the 
long-distance or Continental touring 
business, and, of course, for export. 

They are, therefore, generally of 
colourfully contemporary design and 
are fitted out with something of the 
lavishness formerly regarded almost 
as the preserve of the airline operator. 

The latest version of the Plaxton 
Panorama (Stand 48), seen on an 
A.E.C. Reliance chassis, is, per- 
haps, a classic of its type. A 
similar. vehicle came away from 
the Nice concours d’elegance, 
this year, with an impressive 
array of awards and it is not 
difficult to understand why. The

model on the stand is to the order 
of Sheffield United Tours, Ltd. It 
weighs 6 tons 17 cwt., giving a weight 
per seat of 425 Ib. 

Modifications introduced for 1959 
include a large, fixed wrap-round 
windscreen and a somewhat shallower 
roof that enables side windows of 
greater depth to be provided. The 
entrance door, immediately ahead of 
the near-side front wheel, now opens 
inwards and a large emergency exit 
on the off side at the rear has auto- 
matically folding steps. 

A folding seat for a courier is 
located inside the entrance, behind 
which 36 individual seats are ranged 
in pairs. The upholstery is in plush 
moquette with p.v.c. trim and similar 
materials are used for wall linings. 
The large fixed windows are screened 
by pull-down venetian blinds. 

Particularly attention has been paid 
to ventilation. The roof-mounted 
air intake directs air to two Clayton 
Dewandre blower units mounted at 
the front of the overhead parcels 
racks, from which it is ducted down- 
wards over the windows. There are

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three Weathershields three-way-lift 
panels in the roof and controllable 
ventilation at floor level at the front. 

The .long-distance traveller will also 
appreciate the Calor-gas water boiler 
and racks for  packed-luncheons 
installed discreetly in a cabinet at the 
rear of the coach, as well as the cock- 
tail cabinet in the facia panel. 

Mulliners are showing their first 
luxury 41-seat coach body mounted on 
a Guy Warrior chassis, on stand 36. 
The exterior styling is, perhaps, 
consciously “ different ” and is unlikely 
to appeal equally to all beholders. The 
front end is a plastics moulding incor- 
porating the increasingly popular visor 
line over the headlights (of which there 
are four). 


Large Glazed Frontal Area 


The large, wrap-round windscreen 
gives unobstructed vision over a wide 
area to driver and passengers. This is 
augmented by a full-width Perspex 
roof panel extending to the door hinge 
post, just forward of the wheels. 

An opaque glass-fibre moulding 
forms the roof, and the tail unit com- 
prises a Perspex top, wide wrap-round 
quarter lights and deep, extended fins 
that are featured on several current 
American saloon cars. The fins are 
decorated in corrugated chromium 
plate and incorporate stop, tail and 
flashing indicator lights. 

The low window line of the front 
end is continued to the first bank of 
seats and is then narrowed to three 
long lights. The exterior panelling 
below the waist is in aluminium and 
blue, broken by a crimson flash, on 
which is superimposed the silver motif 
of Castle Coaches. The wheels are 
embellished by chromium-plated discs 
of Mulliner design, and stout bumpers 
are provided at front and rear. 


Lightirg and Ventilation 


The door opens outwards and four 
steps sunk in a rubber-covered well 
lead to the central gangway. There is 
ample headroom’ throughout _ the 
coach. Strip-lighting is installed on 
each side of the roof ventilator duct 
and the six main windows have sliding 
upper sections. 

In the 4l-seat version, as shown, 
knee-room is a little restricted, but the 
seats are mounted on arcs arranged to 
accept 36 reclining seats as an alterna- 
tive. Upholstery is in red cloth and 
the walls, below the window line, are 
in a padded plastics material. 

A Leyland Olympic for the South 
American market, displayed on 
stand 46 by M.C.W., is 35 ft. long and 
is designed to seat 44 passengers and 
carry a like number standing. Of steel 
and aluminium construction, the body 
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is mounted on underframe channel 
members carrying the running units, 

Exterior light-alloy panels are riveted 
in place. There are 19 opening 
windows, each fitted with green roller 
blinds and protected by outside bars: 
all drop to the fullest extent. 

There are entrances at the front and 
centre of the body and overhead grab 
rails are fitted above the entire length 
of the central gangway. The driver 
has the benefit of the largest interior 
mirror at Earls Court. 

Burlingham (Stand 37) are showing 
their new. Seagull VII on a Leyland 
Tiger Cub chassis, in the attractive 
silver and black colours of S. and J. 
Wood, Ltd., Blackpool. The panelling 
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Yeates Europa coach bodies are 
seen on Maudslay, Bedford and Com- 
mer chassis (Stand 42). Forward or 
central entrances are available. Large 
areas of the roof are in amber or blue 
Perspex and there are two Weather- 
shields ventilator lights. The facia 
panel is of Formica and the plastics 
mouldings round the windows are 
relieved. with red strips, an embellish- 
ment which is extended to the exterior 
décor. 

In their Super Vega coach body on 
the Bedford S.B. chassis, Duple (Stan! 
43) have discarded the wrap-round 
rear window in favour of smaller 
double-curvature glazing to improve 
the visibility of the rear-seat passen- 











here is entirely in plastics, the unladen 
weight of the 4l-seater being 6 tons 
9 cwl. 

Wide, curved screens dominate the 
front end and there are four long 
windows in each side, with a rather 
shallow curved window at the rear. 
The sides are embellished by unusual 
chromium-plated concave rubbing 
strips and the roof is broken by two 
opal Weathershields three-way-lift 
ventilator panels. 

Aircraft-type seats are upholstered 
in grey patterned moquette and p.v.c. 
and have Formica bench ends of 
pleasing design. Formica is also 
attractively used for interior panelling 
and the facia. 

Harringtons show a good-looking 
37-seat coach body on the A.E.C. 
Reliance chassis on stand 35. The 
plastics front end has a “reverse 
slope,” with the headlights deeply 
recessed. The windscreen is deep and 
flat, and is flanked by small curved 
quarter lights, conferring wide 
visibility. 

Plastics are also employed for the 
front canopy, rear dome and wheel- 
arches; the interior trim of. window 
surrounds and the instrument panel 
are in Formica.

gers, whose view is now uninterrupted 
by framework on the quarter. The 
side windows are deep. 

Seats are mounted on slides, filled 
with rubber strips, and are adjustable 
over a wide range. At the rear, there 
are five individual seats, with four fac- 
ing them, and between them two 
tables. These, and the wall panelling 
below the window line, are of a realis- 
tic “ walnut” plastics material. 

Behind each seat is a nylon-mesh 
glove rack, and similar material is 
used for the roof racks, slung 
centrally above the seats. There are 
one opening and two fixed roof lights. 
The unladen weight is 4 tons 18 cwt. 

The rapport which is so noticeable 
between the service bus and the coach 
at Earls Court is typified by the Wey- 
mann body on the Leyland Olympian 
(Stand 45). This ‘is of all-metal 
integral construction and is shown as 
a 4l-seater weighing 5 tons 18 cwt. 

Glider doors operated by the driver 
are located at the front: The seats 
are Dunlopillo-cushioned and _hide- 
trimmed, and the knee-room between 
them is generous. Heating is provided 
by two Clayton Dewandre units and 
there are two opening roof lights. The 
wall finish is in Vynide and roof racks 
of useful size are aligned above the 
windows. 

The Willowbrook (Stand 38) 43-seat 
express-service body on. an A:EC. 
Reliance chassis also offers —

comfort. The forward doors are power 
operated and the front and rear ends, 
wheel-arches and housings are in plastics. 
The windscreen panel in front of the 
driver can be opened, but has a_ back- 
ward tilt to improve vision. The near-side 
glazing is flat and fixed. With an unladen 
weight of 5 tons 14 cwt., the weight per 
passenger seat is 297 lb. 

The Dalesman, shown by Roe on 
stand 90, is based on the Maudslay 16-ft. 
4-in.-wheelbase chassis. The front door 
has the popular push-handle actuation 
and is Teleflex-controlled by the driver. 

Seating is luxurious with foam-rubber 
cushions, squabs and headrolls, and the 
interior is ventilated by four extractors 
in the roof and two lifting panels. There 
are two Clayton recirculating heaters and 
a windscreen demister with six vents. 

The Chausson city bus, 34 ft. 6 in. long, 
is the only Continental example of the 
type at Earls Court. The vehicle on 
stand 78 is destined for Barcelona and 
is excellently ventilated by roof extrac- 
tors, fully opening windows and pivoting 
quarter lights. 

There is one entrance door at the rear, 
close to which is a cash desk, and two 
exits, at centre and front. Seating 
capacity is 30 and there is standing room 
for 50 more passengers. 

A recent modification to the body, 
which is similar in many ways to the 
standard Paris bus, is the provision of 
an additional inch of headroom, increas- 
ing the interior height to 7 ft. 6 in. 

Features which are, perhaps, purely 
Continental include two wipers on the 
windscreen immediately in front of the 
driver, in addition to one on the near- 
side glazing, an illuminated sign in a rear 
window which reads “completo” when 
all the 80 travellers are aboard and 
rubber inserts moulded into the front 
panel to form shallow bumpers or robust 
rubbing strips. 

Mulliners have a 39-seat service-bus 
body-on the Leyland Tiger Cub chassis 
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(Below) The 14-seat 
Jensen Tempo 1500 fea- 
tures an unusual hinged 
and tilting sprung seating 
arrangement to allow 
ready access through the 
side door and to the rear 
of the coach. It can be 
seen on stand 57.

(Stand 36). This is of all-steel construc- 
tion with electrically operated entrance 
door.

Duple’s service-bus body on_ the 
Maudslay Reliance chassis (Stand 43) is 
of metal and employs stressed-skin con- 
struction. The front entrance has a two- 
panel glider-type door. The roof line is 
broken by two fixed Perspex panels and 
there are four extractor vents. Seating 
for 44 passengers is upholstered in 
moquette and p.v.c. 

In addition to their luxury coaches, 
Plaxton are showing the Highway service 
body on an Albion Aberdonian chassis 
on stand 48. This 45-seater has a front 
entrance and is one of several examples 
that could be converted to one-man

operation. There are two Weathershields 
Perspex roof ventilators and a sizeable 
rear luggage boot. Two heaters are pro- 
vided and the windows have top-sliding 
units. 

Trolleybuses are shown by Sunbeam 
(Stand 63) and British United Traction 
(Stand 88). Sunbeam display an M.C.W. 
62-seat body on a two-axled chassis, with 
an unladen weight of 8 t@ms 19 cwrt. 
Finished in the yellow livery of Bourne- 
mouth Transport Department, the vehicle 
has front and rear entrances and two 
staircases. 

B.U.T. exhibit both single-deck and 
double-deck trolleybuses, of 50- and 71- 
Passenger capacity respectively. The 
single-decker has a Burlingham all-metal 
body, 34 ft. 54 in. long on a wheelbase 
of 18 ft. 6 in. The double-decker, with 
Park Royal body, weighs 84 tons and is 
30 ft. overall. 

It has a comfortably low platform, 
plenty of luggage space beneath the stairs 
and at the rear of the upper deck, and 
incorporates a short step ladder on the 
upper emergency exit. 

A significant feature of the Earls Court 
Show of 1958 js the large selection of 12- 
seaters on the stands of both chassis 
manufacturers and conversion specialists. 
Many of these small coaches comply with 
the latest Conditions of Fitness Regula- 
tions and are intended for regular service 
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(Above) 
on the current full-depth windscreens is solved 
by Duple with this arrangement where the 
motor is mounted high on the glass. 
feature is the driver's sun visor which is 
immediately adjustable on the lazy-tongs 
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use, as well as for duties as school buses, 
airline feeders and so on. 

On stand 61 the Austin Motor Co. 
show their 152 Omnicoach in which 11 
passengers can be carried on longitudinal 
bench seats. The space beside the 
driver is intended for luggage, but lends 
itself to conversion into a seat without 
difficulty. The main entrance door on 
the near side has a folding step and there 
are stout grab handles conveniently 
placed on the door pillars. 

The Morris J.2 Minibus is seen on 
stand 96 in the colours of Wimpey. This 
vehicle complies with the latest regula- 
tions and has much the same seating lay- 
out as the Austin version. There is a 
ventilator in the roof and the rear quarter 
windows can be fully opened. 

Ford exhibit the Thames 12-seater on 
stand 72. This version has a passenger 
seat in the driver’s compartment, the 
remaining 10 seats being arranged longi- 
tudinally. There is no bulkhead behind 
the driver and the six windows are made 
to slide. The coach is shown with an 


optional roof rack. 

Three conversions are displayed by 
Kenex, on Thames, Austin 152 and 
Bedford CA chassis (Stand 131). The 
Thames and Austin qualify as public- 
service vehicles.

from the cab. A slatted-seat conversion, 
designed for contractors’ purposes, is 
based on the Austin chassis. 

With its seating capacity of 14, the 
Jensen Tempo 1500 is an attractive little 
coach. The overall length is 15 ft. 5 in. 
and the height is 6 ft. 4 in. The driver's 
bench seat provides room for’ two 
passengers in addition to himself. 

Behind the front-seat squab, the engine 
casing is used as a luggage shelf or table 
and is flanked by two single seats. That 
on the near side is arranged to hinge 
upwards to allow easy access through 
the wide central door. 

Occupying the middle of the floor space 
are two three-seat benches, of which the 
near-side units hinge and fold to open a 
gangway to the rear, where a fixed three- 
seat bench is placed in front of the rear 
emergency exit. A narrow space between 
rear-seat squab and door is used to house 
spare wheel and tools. The cab windows 
and the rear quarter-lights permit ventila- 
tion; there is also a roof extractor vent.

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GREATER 
COMFORT 
for Patients

N addition. to producing several new 

designs, the ambulance section of the 

bodybuilding industry has introduced 
many detail improvements calculated to 
enhance the comfort of patients. 

From the technical angle, the most sig- 
nificant development is that inchuded in 
the exhibit by Wadham Bros. (Coach- 
builders), Ltd. (Stand 50), of a full body 
box constructed in plastics. For this unit 
over 40 separate mouldings have been 
prepared, these being bonded together to 
form the final product. 


Interior lining panels of the same 
material are screwed in, and there is a 
translucent plastics panel which forms 


a roof light. The chassis employed is 
the 2.2-litre oil-engined Morris LDO}. 

The line of the wooden floor is low 
and, with a front end of new design 
which incorporates a wrap-round screen, 
the vision is excellent. Damaged panels 
are usually simple for the ordinary body- 
builder to reinstate, but Wadhams will be 
able to supply jig-dimensioned sections 
for any part that is smashed beyond local 
repair. 

Additional rigidity has been achieved 
by the employment of a _ substantially 
double-skin design but, whilst internal and 
overall dimensions have been increased, 
the weight is down. A number of metal 
inserts has been moulded in for attach- 
ment purposes. 

In view of the insistence of local 
authorities on their individual liveries, 
conventional paint finishes - will be 
applied. Experiments have been per- 
formed with self-coloured resins byt the 
range of shades available is limited. There 
is ample locker room. 

The equipment includes the Morris 
low-loading gear, the Wadham off-side 
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seat, which is quickly reversed to form 
a second stretcher-carrier, a plasma-bottle 
holder, and an oxygen-bottle carrier. 
Prices are expected to be much the same 
as for a similarly equipped ambulance of 
composite construction. 

Several manufacturers have responded 
to the need for a lighter ambulance 
appropriate for the intermittent use 
required by some business houses and by 
such organizations as the Red Cross and 
the St. John Ambulance Brigade. A not- 
able contribution in this field is by 
Appleyard of Leeds, Ltd. (Stand 113), 
with the lightweight Oxford ambulance 
which, being based on the Morris Oxford 
car, is specially suitable for the volunteer 
driver: Both capital and running costs 


are appreciably lower than for the con- 
ventional public-authority vehicle that is 
intended for constant use. 
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(Left) To meet the need for lightweight ambulances, 
Herbert Lomas, Ltd., have introduced the Junior, which 
in the form demonstrated has a bench seat, and three 
folding singles over which an extra stretcher can be 


placed (Stand 117).

On the off side is a bench seat for five 
patients which, by a single movement of 
a spring-loaded lever. is converted into 
an additional stretcher platform, the 
cushions being automatically located in a 
centre well. The blood-transfusion bottle 
holder is now fixed directly to the main 
stretcher so that transfusion can continue 
when the patient has left the vehicle. 

One of the interesting features of

Budget Spree 


ECAUSE the new roads have been so long in coming, 
B we can forgive the strident note in some .of the 
publications put out by the organizations represent- 
ing road users. It is none the less refreshing to come 
across a new poster that makes their case with restraint 
and a touch of irony. Printed and distributed shortly after 
the enactment of the Finance and Appropriation Bills, it is 
based on the Budget figures, and uses them with an effect 
all the more telling for being muted. 

The poster appears at first to have little to do with roads, 
and in that lies its strength. The design is simple. Divided 
by a line down the centre of the poster are two piles of 
coins, one showing how each pound of Government 
revenue is made up, and the other providing a similar 
analysis of Government expenditure. 

Taxes on income and capital, paid by individuals and 
by companies and in the way of death duties, amount to 
10s. 8d. in the pound. Those of us who have enough 
money must pay these taxes whether or not we spend 
anything. The other taxes we can avoid in theory by being 
careful what we buy. They are shown on the poster as 
taxes on spending, and account for 8s. 8d. We pay as we 
smoke (2s. 9d.), as we drink (1s. 7d.), and as we indulge in 
entertainments, television and betting (2d.). 

It may be noted in passing that the individuality of 
whoever designed the poster comes through strongly at this 
point. An intriguing blend of discrimination and puritanism 
prompts him to regard television and betting as things quite 
distinct from entertainment. He adds a touch of mystery 
by showing the cost of broadcast licences with a number of 
other miscellaneous receipts, under the completely separate 
heading of “ non-tax revenue, 8d.” 


Rake’s Progress 

The lucky person with few vices will have added together 
the contributions to the Exchequer from tobacco, alcohol 
and the rest, found that they total 4s. 6d., and congratu- 
lated himself. upon saving at least that much in the pound. 
He has not yet reached the end of the account. The rake’s 
progress of spending continues with purchase tax (Is. 10d.) 
as though this were on a par with the preceding items. 
These are in a way luxuries, and the change of emphasis is 
smooth in that the same thing may be said of certain kinds 
of goods that attract purchase tax. 


This cannot be said of commercial-vehicle goods chassis, 


the tax on which has recently been vehemently attacked by 
the manufacturers, and will shortly be just as vehemently 
attacked by the hauliers. The poster could hardly be more 
subtle in making the same point for them. It does so by 
making no specific reference to vehicles, but by bracketing 
purchase tax with the “ other” indulgences. The poster 
deserves, and will receive, serious consideration from the 
thinking public, who will quickly grasp the point that the 
purchase of a goods vehicle appears to provide a case for 
tax exemption at one end of the scale and for taxation at 
the other. 

There is a clear link with the next item, still on the 
subject of spending. It covers the oil and motor duties, 
which amount to £345m. and £104m. respectively, no less 
than 1s. 8d. in the pound. Road users are of more 
importatice to the Chanceflor than are the consumers of 
alcohol, and if they must pay for the luxury of driving a 
vehicle, it may be some consolation that they pay one-fifth 
of all the taxes on spending. 

The poster does not make the mistake of dwelling on the

figures but leaves them to speak for themselves. We turn 
to the record of Government expenditure with the ironical 
mood firmly established. Having been told that we pay 
£5,439m. in the year, we are now to learn what we get in 
return. 

We must not expect every offering to be matched with 
an equivalent blessing. The man who pays twice as much 
income tax as somebody else will not reap twice as many 
benefits from the Welfare State. In more general terms, 
it has rarely been a principle of Government finance that 
contributions from one source should be earmarked for 
specific purposes. 

The main items of revenue and expenditure are set out 
on the poster and shown opposite each other, but one does 
not expect precise parallels between individual items. © It 
may be by accident, or as a deliberate effect of irony, that 
as we go down the scale one or two odd juxtapositions are 
noticed. For example, tobacco is shown against health 
(2s. 1d.), and alcohol against education (1s. 9d.). The alert 
reader finds these oblique associations a sufficient clue. He 
looks to find something significant in the item of expendi- 
ture facing oil and vehicle duties. 


Special Taxation 


Sure enough, he comes upon the only direct reference to 
roads that the poster has to offer. They are mentioned as 
third in the running after housing and police, under the 
heading .of “assistance to local authorities,’ which at 
£351m., or 1s. 4d. in the pound, is much less than the single 
item representing special taxation on road users. ° If there 
is expenditure on roads under any other heading, it is ‘so 
small as not even to be worth a reference. 

To complete the story, while not disturbing the prevailing 
mood, there is a quiet footnote to explain what happens to 
the surplus.of is. 4d. in the pound, “SAVED,” as the 
poster states with its solitary indulgence in capital letters 
(a particularly nice touch), “to help finance the nation’s 
investment.” There is not much difficulty in guessing what 
the nation’s investment will be bound to include. The 
footnote obligingly gives the answer, explaining that the 
surplus, together with borrowed money, is used for expen- 
diture “ below-the-line.” First on the list of such 
expenditure are “ loans to nationalized industries.” 

Without a word of oVert criticism, the poster contriyes 
to put the whole case for the road user, and particularly 
for the independent road transport industry. The amount 
spent on roads, although more than it used to be, is still so 
small as to be scarcely noticeable on the scale of the 
national budget, whereas oil and vehicle duties constitute a 
major item of revenue. Without them, there would be a 
national deficit, rather than a surplus ample enough, among 
other things, to keep nationalized transport out of the red. 

The poster should have a wide readership. I understand 
190,000 copies have been printed, and sent to factories and 
offices, schools and institutions of all kinds. The reticence, 
as telling as it is subtle, that characterizes the poster 
apparently extends even to its authorship. Neither the 
Roads Campaign Council, nor the British Roads Federa- 
tion, nor the Roads Improvement Association are prepared 
to admit responsibility. 

There is even a rumour that the Government have issued 
the poster themselves in order to show the taxpayer that 
there is nothing to hide. The rumour has only to be set 
down in cold print for its absurdity to become apparent.

Light Six-wheelers Offer Economies 


in determining a vehicle’s specification and price. The 
extent to which one precedes the other is, however, 
debatable. Whilst a commercial-vehicle manufacturer normally 
designs and markets a model to meet a particular need, there 
have also been occasions when new technical developments 
have themselves created a market which either did not 
previously exist, or, if it did, only to a limited extent. 
Excluding the wide range of popular medium-weight articu- 
lated vehicles, it is significant that until recently there has been 
a heavy line of price demarcation between popular 7-ton oilers 
—say, in the £1,800 to £2,000 class—and the heavy rigid six- 
wheelers costing around £4,500. 


Gi see and demand are two of the most powerful factors 


Wide Divergencies 

Whilst obviously no relative comparison can be made 
between these two types, any haulier who particularly wanted 
a rigid vehicle with operational characteristics lying mid-way 
between the two might have difficulty in meeting his needs 
from the existing limited range. The wide divergencies 
between the two prices just given arise because many heavy 
six-wheelers are eight-wheelers scaled down. 

Understandably, the wide range of commercial vehicles 
displayed at the Show bears relation to the proportion of 
vehicles operated in the various weight groups. Prices, how- 
ever, do not show a similar relativity, as some samples will 
indicate. Limiting the analysis to oil-engined vehicles, the 
average price for eight representative 5-tonners is £1,500, for 
11 7-tonners £2,000, with a jump to around £2,750 for what 
few medium-weight or converted rigid six-wheelers are avail- 
able. Seven makes of heavy six-wheeler cost around £4,500. 

The traditional methods of construction which have given 
the British commercial-vehicle industry its present supremacy 
are exemplified in the heavy six- and zight-wheelers. Under 
the severest conditions they have proved to be ideal for the 
job. Nevertheless, there would appear to be sufficient demand 
for a lighter vehicle. 

Manufacturers must be a trifle perplexed to find that no 
sooner has the maximum permitted legal gross weight for a 
four-wheeler been increased from 12 to 14 tons than operators 
want a chassis to carry a little more, but still remaining in 
the medium-price range. In some instances this demand is 
stemming from the difficulty of restricting the load on one 
axle to 9 tons within the gross limit of 14 tons. 

Although commercial vehicles must be completely reliable, 
it should be possible to obtain this quality in a rigid six-wheeler 
built to a more modest standard. In an endeavour to achieve 


this objective some operators have taken the matter into their 
own hands by purchasing a popular four-wheeler and adding 
a third axle, of which several examples are available. It will 
be interesting to see whether, chassis makers will market light 
six-wheelers on their own account. 

I now propose to examine operating costs of the traditional 
heavy six-wheeled rigid vehicles and compare them with two 
other types. The first is a converted popular four-wheeler and 
the second falls midway between this and the “heavy” in 
both price and performance. 

With a cost price of £4,500 the heavy rigid vehicle would 
probably have an unladen weight of around 6} tons, with 
an annual licence duty of £105, or 42s. per week. Drivers” 
wages are estimated at £9 12s. 7d. a week, based on R.H. (64) 
Grade I for the 10-15-ton category. Rent and rates are 
nominally assessed at 12s. 6d., whilst vehicle insurance is based 
on an annual premium of £99, equivalent to £1 19s. 5d. per 
week. Interest at 3 per cent. on the initial outlay adds £2 14s.. 
making the total weekly standing costs £17 Os. 6d. Assuming 
an average weekly mileage of 800, standing costs per mile 
would be 5.1 1d. 

The first of five running costs—fuel—is calculated on an 
assumed consumption rate of 11 m.p.g. and a cost per gallon 
of 3s. 10d., resulting in a fuel cost per mile of 4.18d. Lubricants 
are reckoned to cost 0.28d. per mile. 


High Tyre Costs 

Tyres on a multi-wheeled vehicle must inevitably be an 
expensive item and in this instance a set is reckoned to cost 
£514, which, on an estimated life of 30,000 miles, gives a 
tyre cost per mile of 4.32d. Maintenance is assessed at 2.28d 
per mile. Depreciation is reckoned to cost 3.34d. per mile on 
the assumption of a vehicle life of 250,000 miles. 

The total running cost per mile thus amounts to 14.4d.. 
which, when added to standing costs, gives a total operating 
cost per mile of 19.51d. The total operating cost for an 
800-mile week is £65 Os. 8d. 

Turning now to the lightest of the three vehicles, it is 
assumed to cost £2,750, This is based on the price of a 7-ton 
oiler of around £2,000, with the balance to allow for a third- 
axle conversion. With both chassis and platform body 
extended, the unladen weight is estimated to be 44 tons. giving 
a weekly licence cost of £1 4s. Wages are calculated as before 
at £9 12s. 7d. 

Rent and rates will be assumed to remain the same at 12s. 6d 
per week, whilst the amount of insurance payable will be 
slightly less at £90 a year, or £1 16s. per week. This is because 
the premium is calculated on both the initial cost price of 
the vehicle as well as its carrying capacity. Because of

lower first cost, the interest charge will also be reduced to 
£1 13s. Total operating costs per week will thus be £14 18s. Id., 
or 4.47d. ver mile when 800. miles per week are averaged. 

Assuming a consumption rate of 14 m.p.g., fuel costs per 
mile will be 3.29d., whilst lubricants will be assessed fraction- 
ally lower at 0.25d. per mile. With a set of tyres costing £400, 
the tyre cost per mile will be 3.20d. Maintenance is estimated 
to remain the same at 2.28d. per mile, it being arbitrarily 
assumed that a possible increased rate of replacement will be 
balanced out by a lower average cost of spares or units. 

In fairness to the more heavily built vehicles it will be 
assumed that the life of the converted four-wheeler is 150,000 
miles Dedutting the cost of the set of tyres from the initial 
price of the vehicle, together with an estimated residual value 
of 124 per cent., a balance of approximately £2,000 remains 
to be depreciated at a cost of 3.20d. per mile. 

Total running costs per mile are thus 12.22d., giving a total 
Operating cost per mile of 16.69d. The cost of running 800 
miles per week will be £55 12s. 8d. 

Finally, let us consider the operating costs of a six-wheeled 
rigid vehicle with an initial cost price lying exactly midway 
between the two previous examples—£3,500. With an unladen 
weight of 54 tons, the cost of the annual duty would be £80, 
or £1 12s. per week. Wages, as before, would be £9 12s. 7d., 


. which, incidentally, in all three examples includes allowances 


for National Insurance and employers voluntary 
imsurance contributions and holiday with pay. 

Rent and rates remain at 12s. 6d. per week, whilst the annual 
insurance premium is £94, or £1 17s. 7d. per week. Interest at

“3 per cent. on the initial outlay adds £2 2s., making the total 


Weekly standing cost £15 16s. 8d. When 800 miles ‘per week 
are operated, this would amount to 4.75d. per mile. 
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With a consumption rate of 12.5 m.p.g. and a cost of 3s. 10d. 
per gallon, fuel costs per mile would be 3.68d. Lubricants are 
assessed at 0.27d. Assuming tyres to cost £500 per set and the 
mileage life to be 30,000, the cost per mile will be 4d. 
Maintenance is estimated to be unchanged at 2.28d., whilst 
depreciation is calculated on a vehicle mileage life of 175,000, 
or midway between the two other examples. By the same 
formula as before this gives a depreciation cost per mile of 
3.10d. Total running costs are therefore 13.10d. per mile, 
which, when added to the standing cost of 4.75d. per mile, gives 
a total operating cost per mile of 17.85d., or £59 10s. for the 
week. 

To assess the comparative operating costs relative to the pay- 
load of the three vehicles it would be necessary to make an 
arbitrary assumption as to the respective loads that three 
hypothetical operators would be likely to carry. These will 
be assessed at 13, 12 and 11 tons respectively. With corres- 
ponding total weekly operating costs of £65 12s. 8d., £59 10s. 
and £55 12s. 8d. for an 800-mile week, a notional average 
weekly cost per ton of £5 for the heavy vehicle, £4 19s. 2d. 
for the mediumweight vehicle and £5 Is. 2d. for the lighter 
vehicle is obtained. In effect, all three within narrow limits 
give the same costs. 

Where only 11 tons was carried in each case, the weekly 
cost per ton would become £5 18s. for the heavy six-wheeler 
and £5 8s. 2d. for the mediumweight vehicle, whilst remaining 
at £5.1s. 2d. for the third vehicle. Whilst the calculations are 
arbitrary, they do emphasize the cost of operating a vehicle 
larger than is necessary, however excellent its inherent eonstruc- 
tion might be. The additions recently made to this particular 
range of goods vehicle should now enable operators to match 
vehicles to the job more economically. S.B. 





Trader Becomes a Six-Wheeler

ONTINUING some 30 years’ associa- 
tion with the Ford Motor Co., Ltd., 
County Commercial Cars, Ltd., Fleet, 
Hants, are now producing a six-wheeled 
trailing-axle conversion of the Thames 
Trader 7-ton chassis known as the County 
6x2. This increases the wheelbase from 
13 ft. 4 in. to 15 ft. 2 in. and raises the 
permissible payload to 11 tons when a 
platform body is fitted, the body length 
allowed by the conversion being 21 ft. 
Wherever possible, standard Ford com- 
ponents are used. An example of the 
converted chassis is shown on the County 
Commercial stand (111) at Earls Court. 
The frame of the basic four-wheeler is 
lengthened by the addition of a 9-in.-deep 
channel-section member to each side 
member, these being cut forward of the 
tapered portion at the rear. The new 
sections are welded in and plated over 
the weld on the. inside of the channel. 
Each side member is reinforced from 
the rearward front spring hanger bracket 
to its extreme end by 24-in.-wide by }4-in.- 
thick steel strips welded on the top and 
bottom flanges. As flitch plates are not 
used the original Ford alligator-type 
cross-members are retained, the same 
number being incorporated as in the 
standard 7-ton 160-in. wheelbase chassis. 
Suspension for the rear axles is of 
conventional four-spring rocking-beam 
type. The rocker mountings on each 
side of the chassis are braced to each 
other by a_ tubular — cross-member. 
Tapered-roller bearings carry the beams, 
which are restrained from excessive 
movement by rubber snubbers. 
OF unequal length on each side of the 
B58 : 


pivot, the beams give a static weight 
distribution of 45-55 per cent. front and 
rear. over the bogie to. ensure that 
adequate weight is always applied to the 
forward-driven axle to maintain adhesion. 
The trailing axle can articulate 84 in. 
upwards before it lifts the driven unit. 

Brakes on the additional axle are 
similar to those fitted by Ford, havifg 
154-in.-diameter drums with 44-in.-wide 
facings. The only difference is in the 
angle of the shoe expander wedges to 
give balanced braking for the bogie. 

The modified vehicle has 45 sq. in. of 
brake-facing area per ton at the recom- 
mended gross weight of 15 tons. Part 
of the trailing-axle modification is the 
substitution of a larger Clayton 
Dewandre brake servo and 
vacuum reservoir for those units 
already fitted. The hand brake 
operates on all four wheels of the 
rear bogie and an intermediate 
stage is introduced into the linkage 
to provide both a quick take-up 
and increased leverage in final 
application. 

The 6D oil engine, four-speed 
gearbox and 7.2: 1 ratio rear axle 
are standard equipment for the 
conversion, but a two-speed rear 
axle may be fitted if required.
